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New School Building Nearing Completion 


Shortly after the fall term commences, Midwestern Bap- 
tist Schools plan to occupy their new $575,000.00 building. 
The new 32-acre campus is located one-half mile east of the 
present property in Pontiac, Michigan. (See sketch below) 


The building will also house the Emmanuel Christian 
School, an elementary and high school for Christian students 
in the Pontiac area. 


Plans are also under way for establishing a college and 
Bible Seminary, in conjunction with the Seminary, which was 
founded five years ago and, since its inception has grown 
to 144 students. 


Dr. Tom Malone, pastor of the Emmanuel Baptist Church 
of Pontiac (see article, page 6, this Defender), is the highly 
successful founder and president of the schools. 


Midwestern Baptist Schools is an independent Baptist 
institution. The school has no denominational attachment or 
official group sponsoring it, but does fellowship with some 
twenty-five independent churches which have grown up 
around Pontiac in the past seventeen years since Emmanuel 
Baptist Church was founded. 


The cost of a full academic load at Midwestern Baptist 
Schools for one year runs $128.00. This is the basic tuition 
and matriculation fee. 


In addition, books cost about $25.00 per semester. Room 
and board are not, of course, supplied at this figure. Since the 
schools have no dormitories, rooms are provided in the pri- 
vate homes of the members of Emmanuel Baptist Church 
at $8.00 per week. 


Students may take their noon meal at the schools, but 
breakfast and supper must be provided either in restaurants 
or by special arrangement in homes. 


Hours are especially arranged to enable students to work 
the second shift in factories in the Pontiac area. 








The four-year course, which leads to the Bachelor of 
Bible degree, requires the basic liberal arts courses plus a 
heavy concentration in Bible exposition, foreign language and 
theology. 


The Bachelor of Religious Education degree is offered 
on the successful completion of four years of study in the 
basic liberal arts, with a strong emphasis on Bible and prac- 
tical Christian work courses. 


For this degree, no foreign language is required, but 
eight hours of speech is given and ten hours of specialized 
Sunday School administration and church organization and 
administration courses are part of the requirements.

Pastor Sees North-South Baptist Tangle 


The practice of establishing Southern Baptist churches 
in competition with other Baptists in the North has “gotten 
out of hand,” according to Rev. Blake Smith, pastor of Uni- 
versity Baptist Church, Austin, Texas. 


Smith made the remark to more than 1,200 American 
Baptist Convention ministers, adding that he thought the 
Southern Baptist invasion “threatened the unity of Baptists 
on this continent more seriously than the Civil War.” 


He spoke on a three-man forum, “The Southern Baptist 
invasion; right or wrong?” at the Minister’s Council Meeting 
just before the 52nd annual session of the American Baptist 
Convention June 4-9 in Des Moines. 


Smith gave three reasons why Southerners feel justified 
in establishing churches in the North: They don’t feel at 
home in Northern churches when they move, so they set up 
their own style and then petition for affiliation with the South- 
ern Convention; they fear the ecumenical connections of 
American Baptists; and they suspect American Baptists are 
doctrinally unsound. 


The first reason was valid, he said, chiding American 
Baptists for not welcoming transplanted Southerners, and 
suggested in passing that the Northern group might well fol- 
low its people when they move to the South. The other two 
reasons are less valid, Smith said. —The Standard. 


(Editor’s Comment: American Baptist churches, by and 
large, have remained true to the faith. There are exceptions 
to the rule, of course ... but then, hybrids can be expected 
in all churches, both fundamental and otherwise. 


(Your Editor recently attended services in a Southern 
Baptist Church and was astonished at the program for the 
day. Not once did the pastor so much as open his Bible for 
a Scripture reading, but rather rambled on for twenty minutes 
of nothingness. No opportunity was presented at the conclu- 
sion of his remarks for interested persons to accept Christ ... 
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Artist’s sketch of the new building soon to be occupied by Midwestern Baptist Schools, Pontiac, Michigan. 
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and upon talking with various members of the congregation 
afterwards, I found a large share seemed to pride themselves 
more on the fact that they were Southern Baptists than born- 
again Christians! As I say, this was an extreme case. 


(Your Editor also recently visited an American Baptist 
Church. The musical portion of the service was quite dry, 
which was no doubt the fault of the director of the choir ... 
but the sermon which was delivered afterwards was true to 
the Bible, evangelistic in nature, and when the invitation was 
given at the close, many hearts were touched, not only for 
salvation, but for complete surrender of their lives for Chris- 
tian service. 


(I feel Reverend Smith was correct, however, when he 
said many Southern Baptists hesitate to associate themselves 
with American Baptists when moving to the North, due to 
the latter’s participation in the program of the National Coun- 
cil of Churches. if enough interested laymen would promote 
an active campaign to remedy this situation, it would not be 
too much to hope that eventually these two Baptist groups 
could merge, and march forward, making even vaster strides 
for the cause of Christ and fundamentalism. ) 


Pennsylvania Couple Fights Bible Reading 


A recent press dispatch, datelined Philadelphia, reports 
on an injunction suit to halt Bible reading and the recitation 
of prayers at suburban Abington Township schools. Oral 
arguments were heard in Federal Court. 


The suit, which claims the reading of the Bible and say- 
ing of prayers in public schools violates the 14th Amend- 
ment of the Constitution, was filed by Mr. and Mrs. Edward 
L. Schempp of Roslyn, who have three children attending 
Abington Township schools. 


: The American Jewish Congress intervened in the suit as 
a “friend of the court,” to support the Schempp’s stand. 


The suit claimed that requiring school children to per- 
form a devotional act violates freedom of religion and sepa- 
ration of church and state as guaranteed in the Bill of Rights. 
It also claimed it creates divisiveness, animosity and jealousy 
which is particularly harmful to children of minority faiths. 


At a hearing in the U.S. District Court a prominent 
theologian testified that Bible reading helps to perpetuate the 
high ideals of American life and should be upheld. 


Under Pennsylvania law, there must be a reading of “at 
least ten verses from the Holy Bible” at the opening of each 
public school day by the teacher in charge. 


This new suit is but another link in the chain of a con- 
certed effort to drive God from the minds of children attend- 
ing public schools.

“Ye men of Galilee, why stand ye 
gazing up into heaven? This same Je- 
sus, which is taken up from you into 
heaven, shall so come in like manner 
as ye have seen him go into heaven.” 


(Acts 1:11) 
MY SUBJECT in this sermon is a spe- 


cial phase of the second coming of 
Christ. There are many angles of ap- 
proach to the second coming. 


For instance, it can be approached 
from the angle of proving by the Scrip- 
tures that the Lord Jesus Christ is com- 
ing again. I shall not take your time to 
try to prove that Jesus is coming, but I 
will say that anyone who believes the 
Bible believes that the same Jesus who 
came the first time is going to come 
back again. 


Only one who could deny the plain, 
simple teaching of God’s Word would 
ever dare deny the reality of the second 
coming of Jesus Christ. 


If I did not believe He were coming 
the second time, I’d have absolutely no 
basis, no proof, no foundation, for be- 
lieving that He came the first time. 


In this sermon I’m not interested in 
proving that He is coming, or in discus- 
sing the signs that point to His coming. 

ere are many signs. They are in the 
world. They are in the church. They

are in the heavens. They are in the 
Bible. 


Several wonderful things are set forth 
in Acts 1:11. We read here that as Je- 
sus went up, two men dressed in white 
apparel came down. They came down 
at the resurrection also. 


At the ascension they said, “This 
same Jesus, which is taken up from you 
into heaven, shall so come in like man- 
ner as ye have seen him go into heaven.” 


If I wanted to know just exactly how 
this Jesus is going to come again, I 
would study very carefully how He went 
away, for these two angels from heaven 
said He would come just as He went 
away. 


He went suddenly. As He walked 
along with the believers, He went away 
very suddenly. The Lord Jesus Him- 
self said, “Behold, 1 come suddenly.” 
And the word “suddenly” means quick- 
ly. 

It does not necessarily mean that He 
will come in the next minute or two. But 
when the time comes for Him to come, 
He is going to come quickly. 


Christians Caught Up 


Before this world knows what is hap- 
pening, a little baby will be taken from 
its crib, an only Christian in a home 





will be translated. Two shall be in the 
field; one shall be taken, the other left. 
Two shall be at work; one shall be 
taken, the other left. This will take 
place when God’s appointed hour comes, 


Jesus went away suddenly. He went 
away in the presence of His own. Re- 
member, friend, when Jesus went away, 
only the eyes of saved people saw Him 
leave. Not one unsaved pérson ever 
saw Jesus from the time they saw Him 
hanging on the cross, robed in blood 
and crowned with thorns, until He was 
caught up into the heavens. 


After He arose from the dead, He did 
not appear to a single sinner. The last 
glimpse this old world had of the Son 
of God, He was robed in blood and 


crowned with thorns. 


The next glimpse this ungodly world 
shall have of Him, His vesture shall be 
dipped in blood and the words of His 
mouth shall be like a flaming sword. 
He went away in the presence of sav- 
ed people only, and when He comes 
back only saved people will see Him. 


I do not think the shout of the arch- 
angel, the voice of the heavenly trum- 
pet, will fall on the ear of one uncon- 
verted man or woman. Only the tuned 
ear of a Christian will hear it. Only 
the eyes of a Christian will see Jesus 
when He comes. 


When Jesus went away, His going 
was a visible going. Yes, thank God, be- 
lievers saw Him. They saw the wounds 
in His hands; they saw the print of the 
nails in His feet; they saw the thorn 
scars on His blessed brow. 


The going away of Jesus was a vis- 
ible ascension into glory. How foolish 
and ridiculous it is for those who tam- 
per with the Word of God without un- 
derstanding it to say that the coming 
of Jesus is a spiritual coming. The Bible 
teaches that He is going to come just as 
He went away. 


Don’t talk to me about a ghostly com- 
ing, a spiritual coming, or the coming 
of a phantom. I thank God I am going 
to see a real Jesus when He comes. Yes, 
His going away was visible. His going 
away was personal. His coming is go- 
ing to be the same way. 


When Jesus went away, He went 
away at the Mount of Olives. The Bible 
tells me that He is going to come back 
some day, and those blessed feet that 
climbed a little hill, and went out to 
thany to preach and minister to His 
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friends and raise the dead, those blessed 
feet that climbed Calvary’s hill, that 
climbed the Mount of Olives before the 
ascension are going to stand on that 
mountain again; and it is going to di- 
vide from north to south, and a great 
valley is going to be cleaved. 


He is going to come back some day 
to the very identical spot from which 
He left this world. You ask, “Mr. Ma- 
lone, is that all in the Bible? Is that ac- 
cording to the Book?” Every word of 
it is taught in the pages of God’s Holy 
Word. 


Christian Trials Ended 


In this sermon I am primarily con- 
cerned with the results of the coming of 
Jesus. 


When Jesus comes, the trials of this 
wilderness journey will be over for the 
Christian. When Jesus comes, our pil- 
grimage will have ended. 


Christians in this life are having the 
hardest time they are ever going to 
have, and the sinners are having the 
best time they are ever going to have. 


Christian with burdens, Christian 
with sorrows, Christian with tears, have 
courage for your pilgrim days will end 
when Jesus comes. A beautiful exam- 
ple of this is found in Exodus 25. 





The ark of the covenant was carried 
with staves which were put through 
golden rings in each corner of the ark. 
All through the wilderness journey the 
ark had the staves in it. They were 
never removed from the rings. When the 
ark was put down, the staves stayed 
through the rings. 


However, we read in the book of II 
Chronicles that finally the ark rested 
where God made it to be, in the Temple 
in the city of Jerusalem. When it was 
placed in the temple, God said to re- 
move the staves. 


Some day, my friends, when the pil- 
grim days of the Christian are over, he 
will lay down the staff and pick up the 
victorious palm. Thank God, we are 
going to do some exchanging when Je- 
sus comes. 


We will exchange the signs of sadness 
for songs of gladness. We will exchange 
the polluted garments we now wear for 
robes of white. We shall exchange 
moans of sadness for hallelujahs of joy. 
When Jesus comes, the pilgrim journey 
of a Christian will be over. 


Face To Face With Christ 


When Jesus comes, we are going to 
see Him face to face. There are three 
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statements about seeing Jesus in the 
New Testament. 


John 12:21 pictures for us the desire 
in these words, “We would see Jesus.” 
Isn’t that the longing of the Christian’s 
heart? 


In Hebrews 22:9 Paul said, “We see 
Jesus.” In I John 3:2 we read, “We 
shall see Jesus.” 


Thank God, some day this is going to 
be a reality. Think of beholding the 
lovely, wonderful face of the Son of 
God. That is the glorious thing about 
the second coming of Christ. 


I read a story the other day which 
illustrated this very thing. It is said 
that a sick man turned to his doctor 
who was leaving the room after payin 
a visit, and said, “Doctor, I am afraid 
—— Tell me what lies on the other 
side.” 


Very quietly the doctor said, “I do 
not know.” “You don’t know? You, a 
Christian man, do not know what is on 
the other side!” 


The doctor was holding the handle of 
the door, on the other side of which 
came sounds of scratching and whining; 
and as he opened the door, a dog sprang 
into the room and leaped on him with 
eager show of gladness. 


Turning to the patient, the doctor 
said, “Did you notice that dog? He had 
never been in this room before. He did 
not know what was inside. He knew 
nothing except that his master was here 
and when the door was opened, he 
sprang in without fear. 


“I know little of what is on the other 
side of death, but I do know one thing. 
I know my Master is there, and that is 
enough. And when the door opens, | 
shall pass through with no fear, but 
with gladness.” 


And listen, my friend, the thing that 
gives me a longing in my soul for hea- 
ven is my desire to see the Lord Jesus. 


Jesus is the One that makes heaven 
wonderful. Don’t ever forget it. Don’t 
ever be so theological about the second 
coming, and don’t ever be so technical 
about it that you fail to remember that 
it means you are going to look on His 
wonderful face. That is going to be a 
glorious experience. 
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In the third place, the result of the 
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The question I am asked more than any 
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I believe we will. Of the little dead 
baby David said, “I can not bring him 
back, but I can go to him.” Doesn’t that 
imply to you, my friend, that he felt he 
would know the child? 


Jesus said, “Many shall come from 
the east and west and north and south 
and sit down in the kingdom of God 
with Abraham, isaac, and Jacob.” 
Doesn’t that imply that we shall know 
even them whom we never saw before? 


In I Thessalonians 2:19 and 20 we 
read: “For what is our hope, or joy, or 
crown of rejoicing? Are not even ye in 
the presence of our Lord Jesus Christ 
at His coming? For ye are our glory 
and joy.” 


Paul said here that he would know 
the folks he had won to Christ. If the 
Bible teaches that a preacher shall know 
his converts, I am sure that it teaches 
that a Christian shall know his family. 


It is said that a man and his wife 
once sat discussing this subject, and the 
man said something quite humorous 
about it. 


The woman asked him, “Husband, do 
you think we will know each other in 
heaven?” The husband looked at her 
and said, “Wife, do you think I'll be a 


bigger fool in heaven than I am now?” 


She said, “No, I don’t suppose that 
you will.” He said, “Then I will know 
you when I get to heaven.” Thank God 
the coming of Jesus means recognition 
and reunion. 


Knowledge Will Be Complete, 
Weariness Cease 


In the fourth place, the coming of Je- 
sus will mean that knowledge will be 
absolutely complete. The Bible says, 
“Now I know in part; but then shall I 
know even as also I am known.” 


Whether you admit it or not, there 
are a lot of things you would like to 
know. I am going to be honest with 
you. I grapple with many a question 
that I have never found the answer for, 
and I have seen many things in life I 
could never explain. 


I have seen many tragedies and sor- 
rows I could never account for. There 
are bushels of questions in my mind 
that some day I shall have the complete 
knowledge of. When Jesus comes, thank 
God, we shall know not in part, but as 
we are known. 


When Jesus comes, our service for 
Him will be without weariness. We 
shall serve Him and never grow tired. 


Rewards Will Be Distributed 


When Jesus comes, rewards will be 
distributed. Sometimes when a man 
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dies, those who love him and admire 
him will say, “He has gone to his re- 
ward.” That is not true. He has gone 
to be with Jesus, but not to his reward. 


Rewards will not be received when 
one dies. Rewards are not given if one 
goes to heaven now. According to the 
Bible, rewards will be distributed when 
Jesus comes. 


We read in Revelation 22:12, “And 
behold I come quickly; and my reward 
is with me to give every man accord- 
ing as his work shall be.” 


There are many Christians talking 
about crowns and thinking about re- 
wards who are not going to receive 
many. I remember an old song we 
used to sing down in the country when 





I was a boy, “Will There Be Any Stars 
In My Crown?” 


I am sure that many people who sing 
about crowns don’t know what the Bible 
teaches about them. According to the 
Bible, there are five crowns. Salvation 
is by grace, absolutely apart from 
works. Rewards, however, are earned, 
and they are given when Jesus comes. 


There are five crowns. There is a 
crown of life which will be given to 
those who are faithful unto death. I 
have often thought that God must have 
known how many Christians were liter- 
ally going to die for Jesus. 


Many in America are literally burn- 
ing out their bodies and becoming mar- 
tyrs for Jesus. With the fires of com- 
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munism burning and the war between 
Catholicism and Protestantism, and the 
war between modernism and the truth 
of God’s Word, who knows how many 
Christians may have to lay down their 
lives if they are going to be true. 


Maybe some of you and some of your 
children will some day receive a mar- 
tyr’s crown. It will be worth dying for. 
If you are ever called on to die, re- 
member that God gives a crown to those 
who will suffer even unto death rather 
than recant and deny the Son of God. 


There is an incorruptible crown. This 
crown is for the denial of self. Christian 
friend, this is something that is foreign 
to the thinking of so many believers. 


I wonder how many of us have am- 
bitions, and habits, and traits that are of 
the flesh and not of the Holy Spirit. 
Remember, for the one whose soul tri- 
umphs over the body, beats down the 
body and keeps it under, there is going 
to be an incorruptible crown. 


Winning Souls For Christ 


There is a soul-winner’s crown. Ev- 
ery soul won will mean a reward for the 
winner. Paul taught it; Daniel spoke 
it; the Bible mentions it more than 
once. Every time one Christian pro- 
duces another, he is going to be reward- 
ed for it. 


I had the glorious joy this afternoon 
to lead a dear woman to Jesus. She had 
been ill for five years. 


As I visited in her home she said to 
me, “Preacher, you will never know 
how much pain I have suffered. I have 
been in and out of hospitals; I have 
been up and down. Last October the 
doctor said, ‘You'll live only a short 
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while’. 


Thank God, she accepted the Lord. 
I would not exchange the joy of leading 
a boy or girl, or man or woman to a 
saving knowledge of Jesus Christ for 
any honor I have ever heard of. That 
is the greatest joy that a Christian can 
have. 


Then the Bible speaks of the preach- 
er’s crown. That is one most of you 
will have no chance to win. It is the 
crown of glory. It is the reward given 
to those who feed the flock with the food 
that God has provided. 


It is the crown God gives to his un- 
der-shepherds who preach, “Thus saith 
the Lord.” It is that crown God gives 
to those who do not preach for filthy 
lucre, who preach the truth of God’s 
Holy Book from Genesis to Revelation 
and who preach it willingly out of love 
and not by constraint. 


There is, in the next place, the crown 
of righteousness. This reward is men- 
tioned in II Timothy 4:8. The crown of 








righteousness will be given to those who 
love His appearing. 


I want to ask you, do you love the ap- 
pearing of Jesus? Do you long for it? 
Does your heart hunger and thirst to 
have Him come? The blessed Word of 
God says He is going to give a crown 
to those who love His appearing. 


I was a Christian for a good" many 
years before I could honestly pray that 
little prayer at the close of the Bible, 
“Even so, come, Lord Jesus.” I could 
not pray it sincerely because I had an 
unsaved daddy, sixty-nine years of age. 
Every time I would think of the coming 
of Jesus, I would think, “Jesus, if You 
were to come today, my daddy would 
go to hell. I can’t say I want you to 
come.” 


But, thank God, I can now pray that 
prayer, “Even so, come, Lord Jesus.” 
I have no unfinished business. I don’t 
have an ambition that has not been re- 
alized; I do not have a desire that has 
not been satisfied; I do not have a pro- 
ject that I couldn’t leave in a moment. 


From the depth of my soul I can 
pray, “Even so, come, Lord Jesus.” I 
wish He would come tonight. I want to 
see Him with all my heart. 


I have had all the happiness, joy, com- 
fort, friendship and love that any Chris- 
tian could ever want. I have a longing 
in my heart to see Jesus. Don’t you, my 
friend? There will be a reward given 
to those who love His appearing. 


Longing Hearts Will Be Satisfied 


In the seventh place, the coming of 
Jesus will satisfy many a heart that has 
never been satisfied before. Every long- 
ing heart of a believer will be satisfied 
at the coming of Jesus. 


The Psalmist David put it like this 
in Psalm 17:15, “As for me, I will 
behold thy face in righteousness: I 
shall be satisfied, when I awake, with 
thy likeness.” 


You are going to have some heart- 
aches in this world. Some of you are 
going to carry them to the grave. You 
are going to have a cross to bear, not 
Jesus’ cross, but yours. In the true 
sense of the word, every Christian has 
a cross. 

You are going to have some disap- 
pointments; you are going to have some 
tears; your loved ones are going to die; 


‘your ambitions are not going to be com- 


pletely realized until Jesus comes. 


And when He comes, thank God, ev- 
ery longing of the saved heart is going 
to be satisfied. Aren’t you glad that 
hope is set forth in the Bible. Aren’t 
you glad for the blessed hope? I wish 
He would come. I’d like to see Him 
right now. 
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I am printing my message in a maga- 
zine. It may come to the attention of 
thousands of eyes. But of all those 
thousands, only a few will have the 
vision to understand.

Here is an album you will regard 
with high esteem, and cherish as a last- 
ing source of spiritual uplift and en- 
couragement. 


It is most outstanding because of the 
intense projection of the artist as he 
pours out his very soul in song (see 
“Real Living,” page 13, this Defender). 


His voice is enhanced by the use of 
the organ and celeste, as presided over 
by the renowned artist, Les Barnett, 
shortly before his recent untimely death. 
Phil Kerr is also represented in several 
of the numbers, playing the piano in 
his own unique style. 


Since first listening to this album, 
your reviewer has found himself play- 
ing and replaying same ... for the mes- 
sage which it presents, by voice and 
musical instruments, is most conducive 
to a spirit of worship. 


It is the type recording that inspires 
and uplifts. May we suggest playing it 
in the evening, with the lights either 
turned down low, or entirely out. 
Stretch out on the floor before the 
phonograph, close your eyes, and as 
the heavenly music pours forth, God in 
all His glory will fill your very soul! 


You will find yourself praising Him, 
and the message contained in each 
hymn, as it is so fervently sung will 
also be your prayer. 


The producers of this album chose 
their selection of titles carefully and 
wisely. Some are the old familiar hymns 
which we have known since children.

Long associated with the evangelistic 
field, vast experience in the training of 
choral groups, and outstanding talent 
in the art of composing and arrange- 
ment all combine to especially qualify 
Audrey Mieir to organize and lead this 
group. 

Her work reflects a deep understand- 
ing of the problems of Christians today 
and her music never fails to comfort 
and inspire. 


She was the popular director of the 
Phil Kerr Harmony Chorus for a num- 
ber of years and now directs her own 
choir which has established a top repu- 
tation and is in great demand for public, 
radio and television appearances 
throughout the Southern California 
area.

It has been many years ago, but your 
reviewer recalls so vividly walking 
down a country trail, back in Tennessee, 
one Sunday morning. 


As he proceeded down the lane, the 
gentle, yet firm sound of church bells 
was Wafted to his ears on the wings of 
the wind. Then there followed the sweet 
sounds of many voices, joined together 
in praising God by the medium of song. 


This album will bring back a similar 
flood of memories to the listener, as he 
hears the following selection of hymns, 
a literal cross-section of favorite melo- 
dies of all congregations, which have 
meant so much, and have contributed so 
much, to the spiritual welfare of Amer- 
ica: 

Softly and Tenderly 
1 Need Thee Every Hour 
Just As | Am God Be With You 
The Ninety And Nine Stand Up For Jesus 
The Church In The Wildwood 
Let The Lower Lights Be Burning 
Onward Christian Soldiers 
Have Thine Own Way, Lord 
When The Roll Is Called Up Yonder 


In The Garden 
Jesus, Lover Of My Sou! 


These hymns come echoing from past 


generations of singing Christians. In | 


the early days of our country’s history, 
how many difficult times have been 
made easier by the resolute singing of 
“Onward Christian Soldiers?” To the 
quiet strains of “Just As I Am” or 
“Have Thine Own Way, Lord,” how 


“many multiplied thousands of souls have 


come reverently forward to dedicate 
their lives to Christian living? 


The majority of the numbers in this 
album are rendered by the Vestry Choir. 
Occasionally a trio or a quartette is fea- 
tured, while four of the numbers have 
the special emphasis of a brass quartette 
in the background. All in all, this is 
excellent listening. 
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THE TIME was 1944, a year that con- 

tributed many events which will long 
live in history. Some of the fiercest bat- 
tles of the Second World War were be- 
ing fought ... 


On June 4th Rome fell to the Allies. 
Two days later their comrades in arms 
launched an all-out offensive, landing 
on the coast of France. August 25th 
witnessed the triumphant liberation of 
Paris. These were events that made 
headlines around the world. 


At this same time, a new movement 
was taking root in the United States 

. an organization which caught fire 
and spread rapidly from Chicago, to 
Detroit, to New York, to Washington, to 
Philadelphia, to Indianapolis, to St. 
Louis ... eventually to spread out to 
such locales as Englewood, Colorado 
and Hutchinson, Kansas. Before many 
months had passed it was nationwide. 


The leaders of this new organization 
felt they had a message for the young 
people of America, and they were right, 
for soon teen-agers by the tens of thou- 
sands were filling auditoriums every 
Saturday night in Youth For Christ ral- 
lies across the nation. 


August 1944 was the beginning of a 
Twentieth-Century miracle! 


Fifteen years later Youth For Christ 
is an accepted fact in almost every vil- 
lage, town and hamlet, not only in 
America, but in every nation around 
the world (this side of the iron curtain). 


Operating as a non-denominational 
group, it enjoys the blessing of practi- 
cally all fundamental Church bodies. 
Pastors of the individual congregations 
see in Youth For Christ a non-competi- 
tive religious organization, founded for 
the express purpose of reaching the 
teen-agers of the world, bringing to 
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them the gospel in terms they can un- 
derstand, by consecrated young people. 


Many volumes could be written con- 
cerning the good accomplished by 
Youth For Christ during the past fifteen 
years, but this is not the explicit pur- 
pose of this article. 


It had been many years since this 
correspondent had attended a Youth For 
Christ rally (the writer is no longer a 
teen-ager!) ... but on Saturday night, 
July 26th I was more than anxious to 
worship with these youngsters for an 
old friend was to be on their program. 


Phil Kerr 


The Wichita Eagle had announced a 
day or so in advance that Phil Kerr, 
noted song writer, was to appear at 
Wichita Youth For Christ, together with 
a young man by the name of Tony Fon- 
tane. 


As I drove down East Kellogg Ave- 
nue to the service, my thoughts dwelt on 
Phil Kerr and the unique service he has 
rendered for many years. 


The author of countless songs and 
choruses (including “The Touch Of His 
Hand,” “Thine Alone,” and “I’m His 
To Command,” to mention only a few), 
Phil has been blessed with a marvelous 
musical talent, which he has dedicated 
wholly to the cause of Christ. 
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For many years now he has conduct- 
ed each Monday night in Pasadena his 
famous “Monday Musicals,” wherein 
the best in Christian talent is brought 
to the city for the uplifting and renew- 
ing of the spirits of those in attendance. 


Aside from this ministry, Phil’s itin- 
erary is a heavy one. He is constantly 
on the go, traveling from coast to coast, 
giving his testimony in song across the 
nation. 


Phil has been used mightily of God 
as an instrument for reaching unsaved 
persons, particularly those engaged in 
the musical profession outside of Christ. 
And once they have found the Saviour, 
Phil unselfishly invests his time in their 
new-found lives, helping them to be- 
come firmly rooted in Christianity. 


As I drove down the streets of Wich- 
ita, I found my interest in this Youth 
For Christ meeting growing. It had 
been quite a number of years since I 
had been privileged to hear Phil, and 
in the interim he had suffered much 
physically. I was naturally curious to 
see what effect this would have on his 
ministry. 


Wichita Youth For Christ 


During the summer months Wichita 
Youth For Christ meets in the auditor- 
ium of the First Church of the Nazarene 

a centrally-located building, con- 
venient for teen-agers from all over the 
city. 

I expected to drive up, park in front 
of the church, get out of my car, enter 
the building, and see maybe a couple 
hundred young people in the audience. 
But I was in for a surprise! 


I drove up to the front of the church, 
all right ... but every available park- 
ing place was taken! Rounding the cor- 
ner, I headed for the huge parking lot 
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at the rear of the building ... but not 
one space was left open (and I was 
fifteen minutes early, too!) 


I finally drove around the block, and 
ended up by parking quite some dis- 
tance away. As I walked down the side- 
walk toward the church, I could not 
help but notice the chain of young peo- 
ple, coming from all directions, headed 
for the same destination. 


As I entered the beautiful sanctuary, 
I was amazed! Here was an auditorium, 
full of young people . . . not one, or two, 
or five hundred — but more than fif- 
teen-hundred teen-agers (with a few 
scattered here and there who had passed 
this phase of life a few years back). 


Indeed, I was beginning to wonder if 
there were any seats left. Fortunately, 
however, I soon spied one lone aisle 
seat about four rows from the front, 
center section. This was an ideal loca- 
tion, for I was most anxious to see and 
hear everything which went on that 
night. 


Promptly at seven-thirty a young man 
stepped to the platform, raised his hand 
for attention, and called on a local pas- 
tor to open the meeting with prayer. 
Phil was already seated at the piano, 
ready to go into action, while Tony Fon- 
tane sat to one side on the platform. 


The young man who was in charge 
of the meeting (who I later learned was 
Don Engram, Wichita Youth For Christ. 
Director, led the congregation in several 
familiar Youth Choruses and songs ... 
“Christ For Me,” “Love Lifted Me” 


and “He Lives,” among others. 


A Talented Musician 


After the offering was taken the meet- 
ing was turned over to Phil. One thing 
that has always impressed me about 
this talented servant of God is his sin- 
cerity and deep humility ... crowned 
with a radiant smile. 


Here was a man who has served God 
long and well. By all rights, he could 
have “retired” quite some time ago, 
feeling that perhaps he had earned a 
rest. 


But not Phil Kerr. He keeps right on 
going, witnessing for Christ by testi- 
mony and song, and is being used of 
God to inspire many young people from 
coast to coast to dedicate their lives and 
talents to the cause of Christ.

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In spite of his recent illness, I hon- 
estly believe Phil’s presentation that 
evening was never better. He had the 
young people literally “eating out of his 
hand,” as the saying goes.

He 
did not consume too much time, but 
what he said and played and sang was 
effective, and he left the audience wish- 
ing they could hear more. 


But, dedicated Christian that he is, 
I could sense’ that Phil was anxious to 
have these young people hear the testi- 
mony of Tony Fontane. Here was a 
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Tony Fontane, recording one of the 
numbers from his best-selling album 
“Tony Fontane Sings” (see box, page 
16 this Defender). Singing with convic- 
tion and sincerity, he is ever alert for 
new opportunities to present the Gospel 
through the medium of music.

Only a heart motivated with 
a love for the cause of Christ could be 
so unselfish. 


“I'm His To Command” 


Phil introduced Tony to the audience 
by having him sing one of his own 
songs, “I’m His To Command.” Later, 
as Tony gave his testimony, I realized 
that the words to this melody were most 
appropriate for the occasion. (By the 
way, this is the title song of one of 
Tony’s latest albums. Note the review 
of same on page 12, this Defender). 
The words went something like this: 








If the dreams that | dream would come true, 

If the sch that I sch 1 could do, 

Then it seems there would be contentment for me, 
But | know that He knows what's best for me. 





I'm His to command when He leads me, 
I'll cling to His hand when He needs me. 
Whatever befalls, I'll give him my all, 

V'll answer His call when He needs me. 


Though dark be the road I may travel, 
My tangles | know He'll unravel. 
So day after day, as | go on my way, 
I am His, | am His to command. 


Tony sang the above, and several 
other songs, with a heartfelt expression 
that could come only from a deep per- 
sonal conviction. 


I had heard most of these songs be- 
fore, and had never been much impress- 
ed with them. But some how, when 
Tony sang them, they came alive. Each 
word was filled with meaning and was 
vibrant. 


He has a beautiful voice, and uses it 
to perfection in interpreting the be- 
loved Christian melodies as they were 
meant to be sung. His vocal technique 
and musicianship are examples of pro- 
per management of a truly God-given 
talent. 


The Tony Fontane Story 


After presenting the gospel so beau- 
tifully in song, Tony then gave his tes- 
timony. He spoke with sincerity and 
humility, and as his words were waft- 
ed to the ears of his listeners you could 
have heard a pin drop. The entire con- 
gregation of fifteen-hundred people 
drank in every word. Every eye was 
riveted on the person of Tony Fontane 
as he told, in graphic style, what God 
had done for him. 


Tony came from a religious back- 
ground. His parents ran a Rescue Mis- 
sion in North Dakota. Devout Chris- 
tians, concerned for lost souls ... yet 
some how, the one who meant more to 
them than anyone else in the world, 
their son, did not realize the importance 
of the message he heard time after time. 


In fact, he admitted that he was 
ashamed to even admit that he was in 
any way associated with the Rescue 
Mission and, when asked specifically 
about it, would deny any contact with it. 


One of his mother’s favorite songs, 
which she often had Tony sing at the 
Mission, was “His Eye Is On The Spar- 
row.” Often, when she requested this 
particular number, she would remind 
her boy that the words to the song 
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were so true ... that God was cognizant 
of Tony Fontane, and was so anxious 
to watch over him. But Tony felt no 
need for such leadership! 


Instead, he was counting the days 
when he could leave home, go to the big 
city and seek his fortune in the world. 


When that day finally arrived, he left 
for New York City, feeling his oppor- 
tunities for fame and fortune would 
best be culminated in this huge melting 
pot. 


Week after week Tony went from one 
studio to the other, auditioning, hoping 
someone would note his talent, and start 
him on the road to success. But, as 
he explained, fame does not come that 
easily. He went by unnoticed. 


Tony was forced to resort to selling 
newspapers on the street to make a liv- 
ing. Often, with only a nickel in his poc- 
kets for a doughnut, he found it neces- 
sary to spend the night at Grand Central 
Station, spreading out on one of the 
benches in their waiting room. 


Tony soon tired of this kind of liv- 
ing, however, and decided to try his 
luck in Chicago. At least he had rela- 
tives there and, if worse came to worse, 


he could fall back on them for help. 


Good Fortune Strikes 


While in the “windy city” good for- 
tune struck. He was signed up by a lo- 
cal station, and soon had his own TV 
show, sponsored by Pepsi-Cola. 


Soon after this, he signed a contract 
with a large recording company to 
make hit records. In fact, his first re- 
lease sold over a million copies, almost 
overnight. 


For Tony, this all seemed like a 
dream come true. He had always long- 
ed for fame and fortune, and now both 
were smiling down on him. 


His name was on the lips of admirers 
around the world, his income was sur- 
passing his fondest dreams, and every- 
where he went, the red carpet was being 
rolled out for him! What more could 
he ask of life? He had everything ... 
or so he thought. 


But soon he realized his happiness 
was incomplete. For a short time his 
popularity as a new recording star sup- 
plied his needs . . . until he learned about 
someone who had earned five gold rec- 
ords (the recording company awards 
their stars a gold record whenever one 
of their pressings sell a million or more 
copies). 


To add insult to injury, he was later 
told that Perry Como had earned elev- 
en gold records ... while Bing Crosby 


was the proud possessor of fifteen! Tony 
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then realized he had a long road to trav- 
el to reach the height of his career. 


Someone told him that if he could 
ever appear on Ed Sullivan’s Sunday 
evening TV program, it would really 
put him on the top of the entertainment 
world. 


He was invited to appear on this 
show, and was returned twice, by popu- 
lar demand. Later he also visited with 
Steve Allen, Jack Paar, and others. 


In Tony’s words, he was constantly 
searching for the end to the proverbial 
rainbow. All his life he had been living 
under the impression that material 
things brought the ultimate in happi- 
ness. Little did he know that only Jesus 
Christ can assure permanent joy and 
peace. 


At this juncture in his testimony 
Tony gave a striking illustration which 
I shall never forget. 


He mentioned the fact that all his life 
he had known about Jesus. “But know- 
ing about Jesus and knowing Him per- 
—_ are two different things,” he 
said. 


A Striking Example 


Tony told the story about a relative 
of his whom he dearly loves. She and 
her husband were getting along in 
years, were both retired and one of her 
hobbies was gathering statistics. 


She knew where the highest moun- 
tains were, how many words there were 
in the Encyclopaedia Britannica, how 
many cubic feet of water there were in 
the Pacific Ocean, and many other per- 
tinent facts of interest to no one in par- 
ticular, except someone who collected 
statistics of this kind. 


One day, shortly after Tony’s con- 
version, he stopped by this relative’s 
home and encouraged her to fly up to 
San Francisco with him for one of his 
meetings. 


She immediately started out by tell- 
ing him everything she knew about 
planes ... their amazing safety record, 
how fast they flew, etc., but ended up 
her dissertation by saying, “Tony, you 
couldn’t pay me to get inside one of 
those things.” 


She had all the facts about the planes. 
They all proved that they were safe. Yet 
she wouldn’t believe her own statistics. 
How like so many people. They know 
all about Christ, but when it comes to 
trusting Him for their salvation, that’s 
a different matter. 


As he completed this story, a little 
ripple of laughter went the length of the 
auditorium. Tony’s mood then changed 
from the light to dead seriousness. 





He explained that about a year and 
a half ago he had been rehearsing most 
of the day in Hollywood for a TV show. 
The director gave the cast a couple of 
hours off to go home for an evening 
meal before actual time of the telecast. 


Tony had made arrangements in ad- 
vance to share the repast with his moth- 
er-in-law at her home, since his was too 
far removed from the studio. 


A Neur Tragedy 


He drove down the street, doing 
about twenty-five miles per hour. The 
light turned green, and he proceeded 
through the intersection. But he was 
stopped dead in his tracks. 


Suddenly, out of nowhere, a car came 
careening down a side street, doing fifty- 
eight miles per hour, ran the red light, 
and smashed into the side of Tony’s 
car. 


It took firemen over two hours to cut 
through the twisted metal before Tony 
could be removed from the remains of 
his automobile. The steering wheel had 
been forced up through the top of the 
car, while the motor was laying in the 
front seat. 


A few weeks before the accident Tony 
had purchased the car brand new for 
something over $5,000.00. While in the 
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hospital his wife sold this same auto 
to a junk dealer for $31.00. 


Tony remarked that often he had 
sung his mother’s favorite song, “His 
Eye Is On The Sparrow,” without ever 
paying any attention to the words. But 
on that particular afternoon God cer- 
tainly had His protective eye on him. 


Tony lay on his hospital bed in an 
unconscious state for thirty days. He 
learned later that he had suffered seven 
crushed ribs, two broken legs, a skull 
fracture, four dislocated vertebrae, and 
when he finally regained consciousness. 
he found himself in a cast from the neck 
down. 


When you are flat on your back, 
there’s about only one thing you can do, 
and that is think. This is exactly what 
Tony did. His entire life passed before 
him in review. 


There he lay, totally blind. All his 
life he had taken his five senses for 
granted ... the ability to see, to hear, 
to taste, to smell and to touch. Now 
his eyesight was gone. A whole new 
world of total darkness lay before him. 


As he lay in that white hospital bed, 
encased in the hard, unyielding cast, 
the same question kept recurring over 
and over ... “Tony, in case you died 
tonight, what happens ... Are you a 
Christian, Tony? Why sure; I’m not a 
heathen. I believe in God.” 


He said these thoughts kept pouring 
through his mind, as he lay there in 
total darkness. Sure, he believed there 
was a God, but he had not accepted 
Christ as his Saviour — and that’s what 
counts! 


The Climax 


Tony lay flat on his back for five 
months. The climax to his struggle 
came early one Tuesday morning. 
around two o'clock, when he suffered a 
severe cerebral hemorrhage. 


An urgent message was sent to Mrs. 
Fontane, who immediately called sev- 
eral of her relatives and a few show 
business friends to accompany her to 
the hospital. 


As she approached his door, the phy- 
sician was just coming out. Rushing up 
to him, she said: “Doctor, whatever it 
takes, we’ve got to pull Tony out of 
this. Tell me what it will cost and I'll 
give you a check right now. Hire any

During Tony’s short career he had 
amassed many worldly possessions, fine 
cars, beautiful clothes, a 50-thousand 
dollar home. His wife was also in show 
business at the time, drawing $2,500.00 


a week. 


The doctor turned to Mrs. Fontane, 
slowly shook his head, and remarked: 
“There isn’t a check in the world big 
enough to get Tony out of this one.” 


Mrs. Fontane entered the still hos- 
pital room, not knowing just what to do 
next. There lay Tony, in a coma. No 
preacher or church worker was there, 
but Tony said the Spirit of God was 
present. 


Suddenly, Mrs. Fontane knelt beside 
his bed, bowed her head, and began to 
pray. It was a simple prayer, from the 
heart of a penitent sinner. 


“Lord, I need you now. I want you 
to become my Saviour.

JNTOURIST IS THE ONLY Russian 

tourist agency. Apart from ambas- 
sadors and government officials, every- 
one who visits the country must work 
through them. I heard many complaints 
being voiced by most of the foreign vis- 
itors, but actually Intourist did a very 
good job. I have yet to find any agency 
that is flawless. 


Once I had located the Intourist of- 
fice at the airport, they did the rest. I 
simply waited in their lounge while a 
girl who spoke excellent English clear- 
ed me with immigration and customs. 


I filled out only one form, which was 
very simple and direct. It was printed 
completely in Russian but the girl trans- 
lated and even answered some of the 
questions for me. 


Within one hour I was seated in the 
back seat of a seven-passenger Zis with 
a uniformed chauffeur driving me 
through the darkness toward Moscow. 
There were no other passengers. 


A rather pretty avenue with hedges 
on either side extends for about half a 
mile from the terminal buildings to the 
main road. At the intersection we turn- 
ed right and drove toward the Mecca 
of the U.S.S.R. 


It was very dark and, of course, as 
in East Berlin, there were no filling 
stations, no roadhouses, no outdoor 
theaters, and no illuminated signs to 
break the monotony. There was noth- 
ing to look at.

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I asked the driver a question but he 
spoke no English. We made the trip in 
total silence and total darkness. It was 
just a little after seven, but there was 
practically no traffic. We may have 
passed a dozen vehicles going in the op- 
posite direction but I do not remember 
any going toward the city. 


As we entered the great city — the 
fifth in the world — my first impres- 
sion was of endless apartment blocks 
and thousands of red flags. The apart- 
ment blocks were seven and eight-story 
buildings containing the flats that house 
the majority of the Muscovites. There 
are some individual homes but I did not 
see any. 


Apartment Blocks 


The majority of the people are assign- 
ed by the government to a number of 
rooms in these multi-story buildings. 
The flats range from one room to four 
or five, depending on the size of the 
family, and on the ground floor of the 
building there are generally shops. 


As I moved about the city during the 
days that followed I saw hundreds of 
these buildings that seemed, like Words- 
worth’s daffodils to stretch “in never- 
ending line.” 


The red flags were flying for a birth- 
day party. It was Wednesday and on 
Friday these remarkable people, who 
have learned to sacrifice personal lux- 
ury for the cause of national progress, 
were going to celebrate the forty-first 
birthday of the Soviet Union. I saw this 
event and will describe it later.

As we approached the central squares 
of the city the density of the flags in- 
creased and huge pictures of Marx and 
Lenin began to appear on the sides of 
the buildings. There were no pictures 
of Stalin. 


Now I could see the domed turrets of 
the Kremlin and at this point the driver 
could be quiet no longer and began to 
point as we drove through Red Square, 
along a little of Gorky Street, and on 
toward my hotel. I could not under- 
stand one word of what he was saying 
but I caught some of his atmosphere 
and I began to feel a warmth of ex- 
citement coming over me in anticipa- 
tion of the great day. 


When you make arrangements with 
Intourist to visit Russia you pay a spe- 
cified amount per day in advance. There 
are three prices — low, medium, and 
high. 

I had no idea which to choose be- 
cause I knew nothing at all about ac- 
commodations in Russia. I was afraid 
the low might involve a dingy room in 
some remote part of the city and 
thought the high might land me in an 
upper class hotel where the incidentals 
would be beyond my allowance and the 
necessary clothes beyond the capacity 
of my one small suitcase. 


Russian “Choice” 


I chose the middle class but when my 
voucher came through they had arbi- 
trarily put me in the high class and 
charged me for it — thirty dollars a 
day. 

This procedure ‘is very typically Rus- 
sian. You are given a choice and very 
often they simply go ahead and give 
you whatever they wish, ignoring your 
choice. 


This happened to me several times in 
the dining room. On the morning of

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the big Birthday Party one girl and her 
husband ordered two boiled eggs and 
one glass of sour cream. The waitress 
brought one egg, and two glasses of 
sour cream. I ordered my usual break- 
fast — a cup of coffee and some toast. 
The girl — a big, manly blonde — said 
“You need ham and eggs.” I had ham 
and eggs. 


The thirty dollars a day gives you 
your room, four meals a day, and an 
English speaking guide with a chauf- 
feured limousine for three hours each 
day. In addition to this three hours I 
discovered that Intourist would provide 
a car to take me anywhere that I chose 
to go at any time, leave me there, and 
call for me when I was ready to come 
home. This was just a service, not an 
official requirement so that they could 
keep track of where I was. 


Tourists are perfectly free to walk 
about the streets of Moscow or hail a 
taxi as you would in any other city. I 
did this a number of times and wander- 
ed all over taking 16 mm. movies with 
my very conspicuous Bolex camera. I 
am certain that no one followed me or 
watched what I was doing. 


Sometimes when I was taking pic- 
tures in crowded areas the people would 
gather around to see my camera, but 
they were all friendly, and most of them 
seemed quite pleased when I asked them 
to pose while I photographed them. Of 
course, this talking was all done by 
hand. 


The Hotels 


There are four or five big hotels near 
Red Square that are used regularly by 
Intourist. The staff in these places are 
accustomed to tourists and quite a few 
of them speak a little English. However, 
because of the approaching national 
holiday, Moscow was crowded and I 
was assigned to The Leningradski Hotel. 
It was right downtown but a little re- 
moved from Red Square. 


None of the staff spoke any English 
at all. At the reception desk the wom- 
an gave me my instructions in Russian. 
The porter who led me to my room 
talked to me in Russian. Each time I got 
on the elevator I had to hold up my 
fingers to indicate the floor I wanted. If 
it had not been for a menu printed in 
Russian, German, French and English, 
I would not have been able to order my 
meals. 


The Food 


The dining room was palatial, and 
when I went down the first night for 
dinner at about eight it was crowded. I 
found a seat near the six-piece orches- 
tra and told the head waiter what I 
wanted. 








The food in Russia is good and the 
allowance Intourist gives you is more 
than you can eat. If you have any food 
coupons left over when you leave, you 
can turn them in for cans of caviar. 


Unless you are prepared to spend at 
least two hours, it is better not to start 
eating in a Russian hotel. The service 
is pathetically slow but the entertain- 
ment soon makes you forget that you 
have been waiting thirty minutes for 
your soup. 


There was no real dancing area but 
every time the orchestra played the 
people danced, in the little space in 
front of the orchestra and all the way 
up the center aisle. 


Every number was played in jig time 
whether it was a slow waltz, a roman- 
tic love song, or a polka. There was 
no slow dancing. The couples romped 
about the floor with unbelievable en- 
thusiasm and vigor. 


I looked at their tables. They were 
eating well — black and red caviar, 
borsche, chicken a la Kiev, Shaslick, 
and many other dishes that I could not 
identify. 


The best caviar is black. The red 
is considered inferior, although I liked 
it better. It is usually served with a 
stack of bread and lots of butter. 


A bowl of Borsche usually contains 
a piece of sausage, some pork, and some 
beef along with the soup and vegetables. 
Several times there was a slice of citrus 
fruit floating on the top of my borsche. 
This gives it a slightly sour effect that 
is not unpleasant. 


Shaslick was new to me. It consists 
of pieces of highly-spiced veal carried 
in on a long steel skewer and pushed on 
to your plate as they are served. A 
pile of green onions on a side plate goes 
along with this dish. It was delicious. 


Chicken a la Kiev is common in fam- 
ous eating places around the world — 
breast of chicken, cooked in a batter 
and filled with melted butter. 


The tea was always hot but the cof- 
fee was inevitably cool. Water was very 
difficult to get. Usually the waiter would 
come back with mineral water or a soft 
drink when I ordered water. 


Most of the Russians drank red or 
white wine, champagne, or vodka — 


and in great quantities. On several oc- 


casions I saw people that were so high- 
ly intoxicated that they were being help- 
ed along by their friends. 


Loss or Gain? 


In the midst of this palatial setting, 
banqueting on the best of Russian cook- 
ing, and imbibing gallons of expensive 
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drinks, the people themselves stood out 
in stark, almost laughable contrast. 


Somewhere in his best seller on Rus- 
sia, John Gunther says that during his 
two or three months in the Soviet Un- 
jon there were many times when he 
could have laughed at the whole situa- 
tion in Russia. 


I am convinced that these people are 
the most unpredictable race in the 
world. Apart from the appalling social 
conditions that existed before the Re- 
volution which were an ideal breeding 
ground for Communism, it would take 
a nation of eccentric people like the 
Russians to give a system such as Com- 
munism a fair trial. However, in 1917 
they had nothing to lose and they were 
willing to gamble on anything that 
might improve their lot in life. 


From the standpoint of progress and 
work and military power, and even 
living conditions, they won their gam- 
ble. Only an observer with a totally 
closed mind would say that Communism 
has not made a drastic difference in 
this land that was swarming with pea- 
sants and serfs who lived little more 
than an animal’s life. From the stand- 
point of human freedom, they lost. 


Their gain during the past forty- 
one years can be described in terms of 
production, education, military power, 
and Sputniks. 


Their loss is a spiritual thing and it 
is difficult to put down in black and 
white. Perhaps it can be seen most viv- 
idly in the constant flow of twelve to 
fifteen thousand people per month from 
East to West Germany. 


The Clothing 


As they danced past my table I stu- 
died them closely. Their clothing is 
indescribably shabby. There is no sin- 
gle group or class of people in Canada 
to which you could compare them. 


If there were some way to gather all 
the shabby people that you have ever 
seen into one dining room, let them 
each swallow a glass of hundred proof 
vodka, and then get them up on their 
feet dancing a fast jig, you might have 
some conception of what I sat and 
watched on my first night in Russia. 


Some of the suits were not too bad. 
In most cases the coats matched the 
trousers, but they were all made out of 
very heavy material and there had ob- 
viously been no attempt to press them. 


The shirt collars and ties were pa- 
thetic. Certainly there was no evidence 
of starch in any of the collars and none 
of them seemed to be sanforized. They 
curled limply on either side of worn 
and equally limp ties.

one the man owned and continual use 
had rebbed it of whatever life and color 
it may have had. The shoes were so 
rough that I doubt if they could have 
been shined. 


Some of the girls might have been 
pretty but for their clothes and make- 
up and hairdo’s. Several times I saw 
young women who gave me a sort of 
Pygmalian urge. I could not help won- 
dering what they might have looked like 
if they had been born in Toronto and 
had bought their wardrobe on Bloor 
Street. 


Most of them had no hair style at all. 
The hair had simply been combed away 
from their eyes so that they could see 
what they were doing. Their make-up 
was put on in blotches and smears and 
really looked its part — artificial. Very 
few of them were wearing high heels, 
and their dresses looked like the men’s 
ties — the only dress they owned for an 
occasion like this. 


Will There Be A Revolution? 


However, it would be wrong to judge 
a nation by their clothes. I looked at 
their faces. They were happy. Perhaps 
to the disappointment of some of the 
tourists, the Russians are very obvious- 
ly as happy and contented with their 
lot as any people in the world. 


Moreover, they impressed me as be- 
ing quite confident that their way of 
life was the best. I would be very much 
surprised if I were to pick up the paper 
some morning and read that there had 
been an internal revolt in Russia. 


If anyone in the free world is expect- 
ing the Communistic problem to be 





solved by another Russian Revolution, 
they are doomed to disappointment. 


The present generation of Russians 
believe in Communism religiously. 
They have never known any other sys- 
tem and their utter lack of interest in 
hearing the truth about the rest of the 
world is one of the most exasperating 
things I have ever encountered. 


I had four different guides — three 
women and one man. During the hours 
I spent with them they did not ask me a 
single question about my own country. 
They were completely indoctrinated and 
their minds were absolutely closed to 
any outside ideas. 


I asked them what they thought of 
American tourists. “It is hard to say. 
The people who come on deluxe tours 
to Russia are quite different from those 
who live in the slums of America.” 


Obviously they have been taught that 
America is a land of slums where a few 
capitalists are very wealthy. 


Foreign Books 


I asked them what British authors 
had been translated into Russian and 
they listed most of the well-known writ- 
ers. 


They particularly like Charles Dick- 
ens, Shakespeare and Galsworthy. I 
asked about American authors. They 
listed a dozen and the only name I re- 
cognized was Ernest Hemingway. They 
missed all the important writers. 


They asked if I had read any Russian 
books. They named several authors that 
I knew — Tolstoy and Pushkin and a 
third whose name I have never been 
able to pronounce, let alone spell. Then

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they listed a lot of others that I had 
never read. 


At this point I told them that there 
was another man in Russia that we 
heard a great deal about, but when I 
told them his name was Pasternak they 
showed neither resentment nor interest. 
“He’s a very good translator, but not a 
writer.” 


They had never heard of John Gun- 
ther or his book about their country 
despite the fact that every tourist to 
whom I talked had just finished reading 
it before coming to Russia. 


I asked about American films. “I 
saw one, but never again. It was called 
Tarzan.” 


I did not see any women smoking in 
Russia. My guides told me that they 
did not consider it proper for a woman 
to smoke. There is a considerable 
amount of it among the men, but the 
cigarettes are rather inferior. One of 
the American men with whom I ate 
some of my meals had to relight the 
same cigarette three times. It kept going 
out. 


As I made my way from the dining 
room, through the palatial lobbies, and 
into the elevator, I had the old childish 
urge to pinch myself to see if this was 
really me and this was actually Russia. 


I opened the door of room 405 and 
slowly prepared for bed, thinking of 
people who must have been doing ex- 
actly the same things when they had 
heard that fatal knock on the door that 
had been the first step in the march to 
Siberian exile. 


I lay back on the spring-filled mat- 
tress and as the muscles of my body re- 
laxed after a long day, I thought of the 
many thousands in this land who had 
been jerked from similiar beds in the 
darkness of the night to face a firing 
squad. 


I pulled the cord that extinguished 
the lights in the crystal chandelier and, 
as the darkness drove out the light and 
the Russian night settled around me, I 
tried to comprehend the magnitude of 
the event that had happened without 
bloodshed forty-one years ago when a 
small group of men had pulled the cord 
of revolution and the darkness of Com- 
munism had driven out the light of 
freedom in that fabulous land.

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THE NEED FOR REVIVAL

THE BEST theological thinkers of 

the centuries declare that the eternal 
qualities of man are summed up in the 
soul. 


Man’s intelligence, man’s will, man’s 
purpose, man’s ability to overcome evil, 
man’s character, man’s conscience, 
man’s knowledge of good and evil ... 
man’s moral judgment and every other 
lofty asset or characterization that sepa- 
rates him from the beast and lifts him 
above the mere animal. 


All these combined make up the sum 
total, described in the seventh verse of 
the second chapter of Genesis, when 
we read, “And man became a living 
soul.” 


The soul of man becomes more im- 
portant than all else that clings to the 
creature, “made in the image of God.” 
That’s why the fathers preached and 
taught that the salvation of man’s soul 
was all-important. 


“What shall it profit a man if he gain 
the whole world and lose his own soul?” 
Such was the challenging message of 
the pulpits of all evangelical Christian- 
ity from Christ, and long before, until 
modern theologians, sociologists and 
psychologists began to find in man’s 
earthly life something, even more im- 
portant than his eternal existence. 


Within a lifetime, I have come to 
see the “Kingdom of God” move from 
within man, out into the material field, 
to where the church is far more con- 
cerned as to what man shall eat and 
drink than where he shall spend etern- 
ity. 

When Christ announced His “great 
commission,” He was without doubt 
thinking of the eternal meaning of 
man’s soul. 


For generations, after the crucifixion 
and resurrection of Jesus, the church 
had one central message. The gospel 
was the “good news,” not about eco- 
nomics, political economy, sociology 
and racial relations. 


The gospel was the “good news” 
about redemption and salvation. It was 
the message of hope that a risen Lord 
brought to the soul of man. 


Man’s nature had been corrupted. 
He was a fallen creature. Depravity had 
set in like a malignant tumor. Then 
came Christ, the shedding of His blood 
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as a sacrifice, a substitutionary offer- 
ing. Christ redeemed man’s soul! 


A Substitute 


Why evangelical Christianity sought 
a substitute for the “gospel of redeem- 
ing grace,” I have tried in vain to dis- 
cover. It was this gospel that shook 
the Roman throne and astonished the 
Caesars, following Pentecost. 


Possibly the immediate needs of 
earthly man were demanding. At least, 
the early Christians were sorely tempt- 
ed, and within a few generations from 
the resurrection of Jesus they began to 
hunger for the “fleshpots of Egypt.” 


Then came the Protestant Reforma- 
tion and the return of evangelical Chris- 
tianity to original emphasis upon the 
soul of man, His eternal being. 


The gospel message, warning of the 
ravages of sin and holding high the suf- 
ficiency of the cross, was heard through- 
out the land where Christ’s gospel of 
salvation was carried by the faithful. 


But as the years followed each other, 
the pendulum swung and time told its 
sordid story. Before the days of Wes- 
ley, Protestantism had already forgot- 
ten the Commission that fell from the 
a of the Master, just as He ascend- 
ed. 


The clergy of Protestantism were 
back at the job of thinking of and at- 
tending to their bellies. They were ex- 
pert fox hunters but their clerical robes 
did not hide the tragic fact that their 
gospel was a dead, formal fraud. 


Then came the Wesleys with the gos- 
pel that saved England from a French 
revolution and laid the foundation for 
human freedom in America. 


It was the gospel that declared that 
man was a lost sinner, hopeless and 
undone. But it declared more. It al- 
so declared, with trumpet blast, that 
sinful man had a Redeemer and Saviour 
in Jesus Christ. It was indeed “good 
news” to the lost soul of man. The re- 
vival burned like flames in dry stubble. 


And as the years have ticked away, 
the pendulum has swung more than 
once. Seasons of apostasy have been 
followed by great revivals. 


More than once the emphasis has 
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been .upon finance, education, social 
action, counseling, racial relations, and 
the many issues that continually vex 
the minds of men. Such is the em- 
phasis today. 


A New Profession 


Evangelism has become a profession. 
Once it was a calling. The evangelist 
stood before the people with his heart 
hot with fervor and his tongue alive 
with the message that warned lost souls 
of “the wrath to come” and exhorted 
men to “believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ and be saved.” 


Even the professional evangelist con- 
cedes that the fires of revival are not 
now burning. No doubt men are being 
made better in their daily lives by mod- 
ern-day preaching. They are forming 
new resolutions. Decency and morality 
are being promoted. 


But whether or not the soul of man 
is being reborn and a new man being 
created by the grace of God is the ques- 
tion that will not down. 


We would not even intimate that all 
of modern-day evangelism is counter- 
feit. We are sure that much that is gen- 
uine is resulting from the preaching of 
Protestant ministers, both in the pulpit 
and on the platform, as pastors and as 
evangelists. 





But throughout the Protestant church, 
the major emphasis is now being plac- 
ed upon the temporal, the present life, 
the thinking of men, the economic and 
industrial activities of the world about 
us, integration, segregation and every 
other matter that has to do with human 
activity and environment. 


We are concerned with today, not 
eternity. We want our bodies fed and 
clothed and sheltered. The present is 
with us. What shall happen to our souls 
in eternity is too far away. 


An illustration of what has happened 
to the evangelical Christian churches 
may be found in the following. 


The greatest throngs that respond 
to the modern evangelist do not come to 
hear sermons on “the wrath to come” 
and “salvation from sin.” They come 
to hear assurances that they can be cur- 
ed from headache, cancer, rheumatism, 
blindness and numerous other ills that 
attack these bodies of ours. 


The Modern Gospel 


The modern gospel must serve “the 
present age.” Our aches and pains are 
ever with us. “All that a man hath will 
he give for his life.” 


Understand, I am not questioning the 
healing power of God. I know what 





Christ did and can do. But when you 
tell me that redemption was wrought 
for our bodies and that the flesh was 
cared for on Calvary, as was man’s im- 
mortal soul, I confess that something 
within me rebels against such a gospel. 
I believe that Jesus came to seek and 
save the lost. All else is incidental. 


“My soul be on thy guard” is the cry 
of my heart. I am an old man with few 
days left to live. But how my cup would 
overflow if I knew that I might, by the 
mercy of God, be spared to see another 
old-fashioned revival sweep the land, 
when once again men would seek the 
salvation of their souls and rise from 
altars of penitential weeping to praise 
the Lord for the assurance that they 
have passed from death unto life. 


Thank God for what the Bible says 
about man’s salvation. Now men may 
know that they are saved. I believe ev- 
ery word of it. 


But something warms within me 
when I look into shining but tear-stain- 
ed faces, as men leap up to declare what 
their Christian friends and loved ones 
already know by the gleam in their eyes, 
that “the Spirit bears witness with their 
spirits that they are born of God.” 


The world needs a revival that offers 
salvation to man’s immortal soul!

A neW SUPREME COURT RULING

N MAY of this year, the United States 

Supreme Court ruled that a munici- 
pality, by enforcement of a zoning or- 
dinance, can prohibit erection of a 
church building. 


This is exactly what has been at- 
tempted again and again by ministerial 
associations that are a part of the Na- 
tional Council of the Churches of Christ 
in the U.S.A. by their cooperation with 
and pressure upon City Councils and 
Planning Commissions. 


The National Council by its own 
statement claims to have more than 
2,000 such ministerial associations, plus 
nearly a thousand state and county 
Councils of Churches. 
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The two cases before the Supreme 
Court both involved proposed buildings 
by Jehovah’s Witnesses, one in Cali- 
fornia and one in Oregon. 


While I am as much opposed to the 
cult of Jehovah’s Witnesses as I am to 
any other false teaching, nevertheless, I 
believe that in America Jehovah’s Wit- 
nesses should have the same right to 
build a church building as any other 
group, true or false. 


Now that the Supreme Court has sanc- 
tioned this type of religious discrimina- 
tion, the National Council of Churches 
will be using zoning laws to prohibit the 
building of true Bible churches more 
than ever. 





This whole plan of the National Coun- 
cil of Churches is called their “comity” 
program. It is far more widespread 
than just the matter of the building of 
churches. 


The underlying principle is to force 
conformity upon all religious groups 
to build the ecumenical or world church. 
All who do not conform are slated to 
be squeezed out in every realm of reli- 
gious activity. 

As a sample of how extensive this 
whole program of the National Council 
of Churches is, I cite the following: 


On Friday, January 23 of this year, 
I was in Washington, D.C., with three 
other men who will testify to these state- 
ments. We were in the office of Dr. 
Ronald Bridges who was religious ad- 
visor to the U.S. Information Agency. 


Among other statements Dr. Bridges 
told us that “the National Council of 
Churches considered him their man on 


that job” in Washington, D.C. 


Also, he said that, when he formerly 
was head of the National Council of 
Churches’ Radio Commission, “it was 
his job to do all he could to keep the 
American Council of Christian Church- 
es from getting radio time.” 

Dr. Bridges was reported as being 
drowned on a fishing trip at about the 
same time the Supreme Court decision 
was rendered. 
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Mode of Operation 


Now the question might be raised, 
How do the various National Council 
of Churches ministerial associations go 
about to prohibit fundamental churches 
from building by zoning laws? There 
are many ways, but I shall cite one 
common way that is used. 


The local ministerial association will 
attend the public meeting of the City 
Council or Planning Commission as a 
group to show their interest in civic af- 
fairs. After several times in attendance, 
they will appoint one of their number to 
request to speak. Naturally this is al- 
ways granted, as it should be to any 
group of citizens. 


Then the speaker will start off by de- 
claring the intense interest of the min- 
isters in the betterment of the communi- 
ty. He will then very highly commend 
these Councilmen or Planners on the 
fine work and the great foresight they 
have shown. 


He will recount how good it is to have 
sanitation regulations to protect the 
health of the community. He will praise 
the structural regulations which keep 
new structures from being fire hazards. 


Next he will comment on the wisdom 
of the zoning restrictions, how wonder- 
ful it is that they have divided the city 
into industrial, commercial, and resi- 
dential districts. 


In this way a man can build a home 
and be assured that in a few years a fac- 
tory will not be built next to him, to 
drive him out with fumes or noise and 
to decrease the value of his property. 


Up to this point the Councilmen and 
Planners are lisse more and more 
inflated by this speech of praise to them, 
not knowing that a trap is being set. 
Now the speaking minister springs the 
trap. He says: 


The “Gimmick” 


“Gentlemen, all this is progress and 
betterment for our community, but 
there is another avenue of betterment 
that we as a group of ministers repre- 
senting the church people of this city 
would like to recommend. 


“We deplore religious strife and bick- 
ering. We would like to see religious 
harmony and brotherhood prevail in 
our community. We believe that this 
can only be achieved by religious plan- 
ning. 

“We believe that, when a church is 
built in a community, and another is 
later built next door or across the 
street that is diametrically different in 
belief and practice, there can only be 
strife and discord to follow. 


“Therefore, we would like unani- 
mously to recommend that as our city 
is zoned into districts for factories,

stores, and homes, that it also be zoned 
into districts for churches. By this we 
do not mean to prohibit any district 
from having churches, but only to reg- 
ulate what church or churches will be in 
each district.” 


All this sounds very good and very 
reasonable to the City Planners. After 
all, they reason, we do plan and regu- 
late everything else in the community, 
why overlook religion? 


The fact that the majority of the time 
the Mayor, Councilmen, and members 
of the Planning Board are members of 
one of the minister’s churches goes a 
long way to clinch the deal. 


So, as it ends up, many times before 
anyone else in the city knows about 
it there is a new ordinance, or an agree- 
ment, either written or oral with the 
ministerial association, that any new 
church to be built must clear through 
the ministerial association. Then, of 
course, the squeeze play comes. 


The Old “Squeeze Play” 

A fundamental Bible church that 
preaches the whole Word outgrows its 
building. It buys a lot to build a larger 
building and immediately is in trouble. 


It does not belong to and, for con- 
science’ sake, cannot in any way coop- 
erate with the local ministerial associa- 
tion. Therefore it is refused permission 
to build its new building. 


The only thing to do when this per- 
mission is withheld is to get a lawyer 
and take the case to court, for it is un- 
constitutional to forbid a church the 
right to build a new building in Amer- 
ica. 

But, wait! Is it? It used to be, for 
I had to get a lawyer myself back in 
1949 when I was building a new church 
building, and the building permit was 
withdrawn after it was issued and the 
church footer was in. 


But things are different now; yes, 
things are different since last month. 
Now the United States Supreme Court 
has ruled that these unconstitutional 
zoning regulations that prohibit the 
building of a new church are constitu- 
tional. Don’t think for a moment that 
the National Council will not take every 
advantage of this ruling! 


All this is only another sure proof 
that every true Bible-believing Chris- 
tian and church and denomination 
should join in the stand of the Ameri- 
can Council of Christian Churches. 


The American Council of Christian 
Churches is joining not only this battle, 
but is engaging the enemy on every 
front, contending for the faith once de- 
livered to the saints, that when He 
comes, He might find faith on the earth.

A SOUTHERN BAPTIST SPEAKS 


A PASTOR EXPRESSES HIS VIEWS ON INTEGRATION 


Rev. Doyle William Dodson, Jr. 
Eastern Hills Baptist Church 
Montgomery, Alabama 








Editor’s Note: Reverend Dodson delivered the accompanying address to his 
local congregation after attending the 1959 Southern Baptist Convention in Louis- 


ville, Kentucky. 





MY SCRIPTURE this morning is 

found in Matthew 3:1-12. In this 
present hour of crisis in the world I 
shall speak frankly because of personal 
conviction and conscience concerning 
an issue confronting our nation. 


This message is being recorded for 
my protection. Press representatives 
and others will govern themselves ac- 
cordingly. 

I attended the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention in Louisville, Kentucky this past 
week, and before I state several convic- 
tions that are upon my heart, I feel that 
you have every right to know what hap- 
pened during the convention sessions. 


For a basis for what I shall say, I 
refer to the third chapter of Matthew 
when one who came with a fervent hot 
heart for the Lord, preaching the gos- 
pel of repentance, approached the peo- 
ple of his day standing upon his heart- 
felt convictions, possessing the power 
of the Lord, and said, “I indeed baptize 
you with water unto repentance: but He 
that cometh after me is mightier than 
I, whose shoes I am not worthy to bear: 
He shall baptize you with the Holy 
Ghost, and with fire.” 


I believe that the living and the min- 
istry of every Christian today ought to 
be on the same example of this man 
John who preached in his day. 


This man stood on his God-given con- 
victions and the gospel of the coming 
King with all the fervency of his heart. 
John believed that the One who was 
coming about whom he was preaching 
was God’s answer to the world’s need. 
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Our world faces many problems. We 
have much strife and unrest, but the 
Christian who will stand not only upon 
the Word of God but also upon his God- 
given heart-felt convictions, can stand 
in the right place without malice in his 
heart and with purity of his mind and 
soul. 


John’s message was from a heart of 
God-sent conviction, not of prejudice. 
This caused him to preach a message 
that attracted sinners. You and I will 
not attract those about us unless we 
are willing to stand upon fundamental 
principles for the Lord. 


John’s message was not only attrac- 
tive but was also convictive. The peo- 
ple who heard his message were con- 
victed of their sins and of the knowl- 
edge that they needed to know the Lord. 


“Repent ...”’ 


John’s simple message was — “re- 
pent ye, for the kingdom of heaven is 
at hand.” He gave a solemn warning 
to the people of their need of repent- 
ance. 


In the midst of the dark hours of the 
world today, there is only one answer 
that God has that men must do and that 
is to repent and believe in Christ as the 
Son of God and trust Him with all their 
hearts. 


Finally, John’s message was true. It 
was true because Jesus did come into 
the world as the Man of God and the 
Lamb of God, to take away the sin of 
the world. Many today deny that Jesus 
was the Son of God. 
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In some pulpits of America today 
there is denial of the virgin birth of 
Christ and His incarnation as the Son 


of God. 


When we lay down the incarnation 
of Jesus and strike this truth from our 
faith, we throw out every fundamental 
basis of our belief in Christ as the Son 


of God. 
If Christ was not the Son of God, 


and born of a virgin, He was a liar and 
an imposter, and not the Son of God. 


I believe the New Testament truth 
that He came into the world conceived 
of God, born of the Holy Spirit, born 
into the world with an earthly mother 
but without an earthly father. 


John’s message was true. We need 
to come back to the basic fundamental 
principles that God is true, that Jesus 
is God’s atonement for the sins of the 
world, and that men who believe in Him 
as God’s son and yield their lives to 
Him can be saved. 


With these thoughts in our minds I 
shall present some facts concerning the 
convention and my heart-felt convic- 
tions as to the present crisis concerning 
racial integration. 


It is not the pastor’s intent to em- 
barrass any member of this congrega- 
tion. F am a Southern Baptist from the 
ad of my head to the bottom of my 
eet. 


Southern Baptists Are Fundamental 


Let me say that there is nothing what- 
soever fundamentally wrong with the 
Southern Baptist Convention, but there 
are some among us who are seeking to 
bring greater strife and turmoil to our 
convention. In an hour of crisis we 
must be on guard in decisions that are 
made. 


First, I should like to clear up some- 
thing which newspaper accounts did not 
clearly state. 


The Southern Baptist Convention did 
not vote to integrate. Let me read a 
portion of the president’s address by 
convention President Brooks Hayes, re- 
leased on Wednesday, May 20, 1959, by 
Albert McClellan, press representative. 


I quote — “Discontent of the minori- 
ty is the symptom of an illness which 
affects the Nation and the world. It 
constitutes the mission field at our door- 
step. 


“Studies and conferences leading to 
a better understanding between white 
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and Negro Baptists should continue. It 
is a phase of the great commission. 


“On February 24 our Joint Commit- 
tee on Baptist Work Among Negroes 
held an important meeting in Nashville, 
and after a painstaking review of the 
problem, recommended that a high-level 
conference of leaders of the two largest 
Negro Baptist conventions meet with 
duly designated leaders of our own con- 
vention to promote Christian fellowship 
and conduct a comprehensive examina- 
tion of the problem. I am happy to add 
my personal endorsement to this action 
and to transmit it to the resolutions 
committee for their consideration.” 


Two days later when the resolutions 
committee brought their report to the 
floor of the convention, there was dis- 
cussion for over one hour in which 
some of the finest leaders of our Ala- 
bama Baptist Convention stood, not as 
agitators, but as strong Christian states- 
men and ministers of the gospel, with 
the best interests of the convention in 
mind. 


The resolution for a high-level meet- 
ing between the leaders of the two larg- 
est Negro conventions and the Southern 
Baptist Convention was referred to the 
executive committee of the convention 
for additional study. 


It is my personal conviction that this 
resolution will die in this committee. 
I do not believe that our convention can 
gain by further agitation of the prob- 
lem among us. Also, I do not believe 
that our convention should be a sound- 
ing board for political leaders. 


Whenever we have confusion regard- 
ing a social question, it is necessary 
for a Christian interpretation to be 
made because our faith applies to the 
whole of life. The integrationists’ claim 
is that theirs is the Christian position. 


A great number of ministers from 
all denominations have taken a firm 
stand in favor of the mixing of the races 
in public schools. By conviction and 
conscience I am unequivocally opposed 
to their position, and I refer to the 
Bible, in the Book of Galatians, chapter 
three, verse twenty-eight: 


Paul's Statement 


“There is neither Jew nor Greek, 
neither bond nor free, there is neither 
male or female; for ye are all one in 


Christ.” 


Paul’s statement is — In Christ there 
is no difference. But, what does Paul 
mean? 


There are some obvious’ differences 
between the Jew and the Greek, between 
one who is in bondage and those who 
are freemen. Also, there are differences 
between sexes; therefore, we draw the 
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conclusion that Paul is speaking con- 
cerning the spirit within and not the 
flesh without. 


The fruit of the spirit is manifested 
in love, joy, peace, long suffering, gen- 
tleness, goodness, faith, humility, and 
temperance. 


Whether we are male or female, 
white or black, it is the same Lord, the 
same God, one and the self-same Spirit 
who produces the fruit. In Romans 8:9 
the Bible says: 


“Now if any man have not the Spirit 
of Christ, he is none of His.” Without 
the Spirit we are not in Christ. We are 
in Christ when we belong to Him and 
have given ourselves to His obedience. 


No matter what his race or sex, ev- 
ery Christian has a spiritual affinity or 
attraction to other Christians. We love 
those who love Him best. The world 
does not understand this kind of love 
and even misinterprets it. 


The love of Christ in us has nothing 
whatsoever to do with physical attrac- 
tion or repulsion. The phrase spiritual 
affinity or likeness means the drawing 
together of persons on the ground of 
their common spiritual devotion and 
mutual allegiance to Jesus Christ on a 
spiritual connotation only. 


Yet our spiritual affinity or likeness 
or attraction does not call for enforced 
physical proximity, and it is in no 





way dependent upon it. I say that 
enforced physical proximity or close- 
ness of the race does promote inter- 
breeding (amalgamation). 


It is one of my deepest convictions 
that it is not God’s will to mix the races. 
(Acts 17:26 — “And He hath made 
every nation of men to live on the face 
of the earth, having determined alloted 
periods and the boundaries of their 
habitation.”) 


Varying Standards 


There are different standards of so- 
cial behavior generally in the white and 
Negro races. 


In North Carolina the rate of ille- 
gitimate births is twenty times higher 
for the Negro than the white. In Mich- 
igan 1.5 per cent of the white births 
are illegitimate while 13 per cent of the 
Negro births are in this category. 


In 1957 in the State of Alabama 9,207 
illegitimate births were recorded, with 
8,460 of these being colored and 747 
white. In that year 1.4 per cent of the 
total white births were illegitimate 
while 26.6 per cent of the total colored 
births were illegitimate. 


The 1950 census shows that one-tenth 
of our population in the United States 
is Negro. It is on record that this ten 
per cent Negro population committed 
more than one-half the total number of 
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murders and manslaughter in the year 


1950. 


In the so-called integrated States, the 
Negro crime rate is twice that of the 
Southern States. In one northern city 
four out of five Negro boys get into 
some scrape with the law by the age 
of eighteen. 


The white and Negro races differ in 
their talents and abilities, which are 
strictly hereditary. 


In Wilmington, North Carolina, since 
the Civil War, Negro citizens have had 
educational advantages superior to 
more than 90 per cent of the white chil- 
dren of the State. 


In tests made in 1955 by New Han- 
over County it was found that 20 per 
cent of the whites in the area tested had 
1Q’s 110 and up; only 1.6 per cent of 
the Negroes were in this high group. 


Twenty-three per cent of the white 
children tested were in the classification 
below average; 72 per cent of the Ne- 
groes were in the below average classi- 
fications. 


In fifty large northern high schools 
with 30 per cent Negro enrollment, on- 
ly a fraction of one per cent of the Ne- 
gro enrollment became eligible for col- 
lege. 


I do not believe that God intended 
for us to lower one race to benefit 
another. 


But one of the most important rea- 
sons for my stand against social mixing 
in the public schools is the breakdown 
of racial integrity. This will be done 
in any degree of the mixing of the races. 


Portugal's Amalgamation 


About the time that Christopher Co- 
lumbus was born, Portugal began im- 
porting Negro slaves in large numbers 
from Africa. It is not a known fact how 
racial integrity was breached, but it is 
known that the Portugese interbred 
generally with the Negroes. 


During the centuries since Columbus 
the Negroes have been completely ab- 
sorbed into the general population of 
Portugal. Negroid characteristics are 
widespread among the Portuguese peo- 


ple. 


Brazil was colonized by the Portu- 
guese. There they interbred with the 
native Indians and also with the Ne- 
groes which they continued to import as 
slaves from Africa. 


In spite of its age, since coloniza- 
tion, in spite of its enormous size, and 
its tremendous natural resources, Bra- 
zil is still a backward country, calling 








upon the United States for aid in many 
directions. 


Greater social intimacy resulting 
from the integration of the young peo- 
ple of our nation in the schools will 
promote interbreeding. Furthermore, it 
has and will continue to create jealousy, 
envy, covetousness and malice, to say 
nothing of sheer hypocrisy. 


While attending the Southern Baptist 
Convention in Chicago some years ago, 
I, along with several other Baptist min- 
isters, saw some 75 young people, white 
and Negro, walk out of a restaurant, 
arm in arm, white girls with Negro boys 
and white boys with Negro girls. This 
is the fruit of integration. 


There is a distinct and undeniable 
difference between racial prejudice and 
racial awareness. God himself has made 
us aware of our differences as races and 
these differences cannot be erased by 
wishful thinking. 


There is a sense, namely, that we 
are all meant to be treated equally be- 
fore the bar of justice. In many other 
ways we are unequal. 


We are unequal to each other eco- 
nomically, intellectually, and by hered- 
ity, and yet there are some who will 
not be satisfied until they have leveled 
down all society (theoretically and ac- 
tually) to one common denominator, de- 
stroying all incentive to thrift and dili- 
gence, taking away all initiative and 
bankrupting our country economically 
and spiritually. 


Supreme Court Decision 


The decision of the Supreme Court 
of the United States to mix our white 
and negro pupils was prompted by so- 
ciological, psychological and economi- 
cal factors. 


Unadulterated socialism is behind 
this social leveling. If we do not have 
the courage or the energy to stop it, 
we shall lose our freedoms that still 
prevail. 


It is of the utmost urgency that we 
use our heads as well as our hearts in 
dealing with a matter so vital as that 
of integration, especially in our public 
schools. 


May God give us light and wisdom 


to see that we can be one in the spirit 


of our Lord Jesus Christ, that we can 
be one without promoting that social 
intimacy and the breakdown of racial 
integrity, which will have as its result 
the interbreeding (amalgamation) and 
the destruction of the pure strain of 
each race. 


My convictions are based upon ra- 
cial awareness. I have discussed with 
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D.C. show:

A Courageous Stand 


I do not believe that my stand takes 
away anything from my missionary 
heart. We have spiritual affinity with 
others, but this does not follow by say- 
ing that we must have physical prox- 
imity. 

It is my conviction that the races 
whom God segregated, giving likenesses 
and unlikenesses, are not intended to 
be amalgamated. 


In an hour when everything has been 
said on the other side of the fence, 
when segregationists are classified as 
un-Christian (which is not true, for 
God gave the races distinct unlikeness- 
es) I cannot but speak out for that 
which I feel is right morally and spirit- 
ually. 


My stand is out of a heart of love, 
not of malice. The Christian must love 
the souls of the world. 


We do not agree with the men around 
the world in the realms of socialism 
and communism, but we can love their 
souls and pray that God will redeem 
them by the blood of His precious Son 
who died on Calvary for the sins of the 
world. 


A lesson which my father taught me 
when I was a little boy has never left 
me. The lesson was that my rights end- 
ed when they infringed upon another’s. 


The same lesson can be reversed. An- 
other’s rights end when they infringe 
upon mine. 


Therefore, I believe that the world 
must reconsider the decision to plunge 
into wholesale amalgamation of the 
races before it is too late. I shall stand 
upon these truths as long as I have the 
strength to do so.

WHEN IT COMES to this matter of 
alcohol and what it does to the 
average person, there are many today 
who ask, What are the facts? How do 
we stand in relationship to its beverage 
use and our health? 


These are questions that should be 
answered, and answered clearly. First, 
to start at the beginning — 


What Is Alcohol? 


This substance has a chemical for- 
mula of C.H,;OH, ethyl alcohol to the 
chemist. It is the only alcohol in alco- 
holic drinks, whether the drink is whis- 
key, gin, beer, or wine. So it really 
doesn’t matter whether a person drinks 
bourbon or beer, he still is taking 
ethyl alcohol — only the bourbon is 
stronger. 


How Does It Affect The Body? 


The mouth and throat of a drinker 
may absorb a minute quantity of alco- 
hol, but about one third is absorbed in- 
to the blood stream from the stomach. 
The remaining two thirds reaches the 
blood from the small intestine. 


Alcohol reaching the blood stream 
has not been digested, has not been 
changed. The same effect can be achiev- 
ed by injecting alcohol into the blood 
stream directly. Some alcohol may re- 
main in the intestine for from four to 
twelve hours. 


Alcohol entering the blood stream 
from the stomach and intestine passes 
through the portal vein to the liver, 
then through the inferior vena cava to 
the heart, which pumps it to the lungs 
and then through the entire body. 


Alcohol appears to remain longest in 
the brain tissue and spinal fluid. Its 
immediate effects are caused by the 
blood and brain concentrations. 


As it passes through the liver, from 
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two to four teaspoonfuls an hour are 
oxidized, or burned, producing acetyl 
aldehyde, then acetic acid, and then car- 
bon dioxide and water. That is the way 
alcohol circulates through the body and 
is broken down. 


Bodily Functions 


What happens to bodily functions 
through this process? Medical men are 
agreed that the higher functions of the 
brain are inhibited first. 


In the first stage of use, in which one 
to four drinks have been taken, alcohol 
depresses those areas of the brain that 
distinguish man from animal — the 
frontal lobe cortical functions where 
thought, abilities, skills, and finer judg- 
ments arise. 


Normal caution is removed. Judg- 
ment is impaired, whether it is decid- 
ing the speed of a car or how quick one 
“under the influence” can cross the 
road. 


The drinker has many of his inhibi- 
tions removed, so that he thinks he is 
wittier and more charming. The athlete 
believes he is stronger and better co- 
ordinated. The car driver believes he 
is a much better driver. 


However, all tests done under stan- 
dardized conditions readily prove alco- 
hol is the great deceiver here. I don’t 
know a single football coach who gives 
his players a shot before or at game 
time to help them win, nor a single pa- 
tient who wants his surgeon to have a 
shot of Scotch to increase his operating 
ability! 

In the first stage of alcohol intoxica- 
tion the blood concentration is usually 
below .08 per cent. The protoplasm 
of the cells of the cortex of the frontal

lobe has been liquefied. This is a tempo- 
rary reaction. 


From this these cells usually recov- 
er, but in higher concentrations or by 
constant repetition alcohol may actually 
coagulate the protoplasm of the brain 
cells as an egg is coagulated when it is 
cooked. Then the brain cells become 
“ghost cells.” 


In the second stage, usually when the 
blood concentrations reach .05 to .15 
per cent, the person may be “under 
the influence.” 


In the United States a person is leg- 
ally considered drunk when blood or ex- 
haled air tests show concentration of 
-15 per cent. This is the standard re- 
commended by the National Safety 
Council. 


The American Medical Association 
appointed a committee to study prob- 
lems of motor vehicle accidents. This 
committee, in May, 1939, stated: 


“Although there is no nominal figure 
which can be set at which there will be 
absolutely no effect from alcohol, the 
committee recommends persons with a 
concentration of .05 per cent should not 
be prosecuted for driving under the 
influence. 


“When the concentration is .05 to 
.15 per cent a great many of the people 
will be under the influence of alcohol, 
but the committee recommends prose- 
cution only when the circumstances and 
results of physical examination give de- 
finite confirmation of such influence. 


“All persons show a definite loss of 
thought, clearness of intellect, and con- 
trol when the concentrations are above 
.15 per cent.” 


This is a liberal interpretation of 
“under the influence,” judged by stan- 
dards of more recent work. At the 
First International Conference on Alco- 
hol and Road Traffic held in Stockholm 
in August, 1950, it was reported: 


“The minimum concentration of al- 
cohol in the blood at which some motor 
car operators in actual driving situa- 
tions are significantly affected lies in 
the range of .03 to .05 parts per hun- 
dred.” 

At the Second International Confer- 
ence on Alcohol and Road Traffic held 
in Toronto in September, 1953, it was 
reported the accident hazard was ten 


-times as great with concentrations over 


.15 per cent. If four cocktails or bot-

tles of beer are taken in an hour, the 
alcoholic content of blood will be from 
10 to .15 per cent, and the hazard in- 
creases two to ten times. 


Suggestions have been made in view 
of the 40,000 lives lost annually in auto 
accidents in this country, that the legal 
limit be lowered to .05 per cent as is 
already done in Norway and Sweden. 


Two bottles of beer would produce 
such a level. In Denmark, Germany, 
and France the level is .10 per cent in- 
stead of the .15 per cent in this coun- 
try. 


In the third stage of alcoholic intoxi- 
cation, alcohol causes stupor, with 
marked depression of the function of 
the cortical areas of the brain. 


Is Alcohol A Drug? 


That alcohol is a depressant, nar- 
cotic drug, and that it definitely affects 
the functions and tissues of the brain 
to the disadvantage of the host in re- 
spect to his most human qualities of in- 
tellect, self-judgment, capacity for self- 
control, inhibition, and motor function 
have been recognized even by those not 
trained in medicine. 


Harris Isbell, head of the laboratory 
at the United States Public Health Ser- 
vice Hospital at Lexington, Kentucky, 
the only laboratory in the United States 
devoted exclusively to the study of drug 
addiction, says that statistically, alco- 
hol is the most important of all the ad- 
dicting depressant drugs. 


A definite effort to have alcohol re- 
moved from the list of narcotic drugs 
is being made by those interested in 
making money from promoting it. 


Laws once passed are hard to repeal, 
so if alcohol could be declassified as a 
narcotic, many restrictions on its sale 
and laws requiring education against 
its use could be made inoperative. In 
order that this may be done, practical- 
ly all well-known and approved defini- 
tions of a narcotic must be changed. 


Is Alcoholism A Disease? 


An editorial on the problem drinker 
in The Journal of the American Medi- 
cal Association, May 5, 1956, states: 


“There is a growing tendency to con- 
sider alcoholism as a disease. Insofar 
as this has focused attention on the need 
of the problem drinker for constructive 
assistance, this has been helpful, but 
even though the alcoholic needs treat- 
ment he cannot be exonerated from le- 
gal and moral responsibility for his 
acts as though he were the victim of a 
Virus. 


“Too great hasis on alcoholism 
as a disease may be a disservice to the

Does drinking cause real problems in 
our nation today? In reply the author 
of the accompanying article uses the 
example of his own city of Miami, Flor- 
ida, a not-altogether-extreme sample of 
the problem nationwide. He says: 





“In the greater Miami area today we have 60,000 chronic alcoholics, 
10,000 of them women. I can imagine the consternation that 60,000 cases of 
polio, or measles, or flu, or tuberculosis would cause in Miami health circles; 
but somehow 60,000 cases of chronic alcoholism are largely shrugged off. We 
are a ‘cocktail’ town. Some hospitals even serve cocktails at monthly meetings. 


“These 60,000 vitally affect 240,000 other people’s lives. Last year they 
cost the residents of Miami more than $300,000 merely to be taken off the 
streets for a few days to sober up. 


“As far as our state is concerned, alcoholism in Florida is increasing three 
times faster than the population — and we pride ourselves on being a grow- 
ing state.” (Figures from the Miami Herald, November 2, 1958) 
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problem drinker because, although this 
does not deceive him, it may allow him 
to rationalize his condition to others. 
He can be helped only if he undergoes 
a change.” Alcoholism, then, is a self- 
induced disease. 


The Canadian Medical Journal of No- 
vember, 1955, reports a survey of 146 
alcoholics intensively studied. 


Of these, 134 were “not sick and did 
not have disturbed personalities.” Nine- 
ty-one per cent would have become ac- 
tive and productive average citizens, 
except for drink. 


Why Do People Drink? 


At first, regular drinking is merely 
an effort to be accepted by the group. 
Most people drink because of a desire 
to feel they “belong.” 


Some people can’t have any fun un- 
less they are mildly tight. Such peo- 
ple can’t have any fun unless they do 
what everybody else is doing. 


No one likes to be a bore or a “wet 
blanket,” and this desire to be congen- 
ial and have friends — to “belong” — 
makes these people victims of social 

_ pressure rather than victims of disturb- 
ed personalities when they begin to 


drink. 


The addictive narcotic effect of al- 
cohol thus may be said to “slip up” on 
these social drinkers before they are 
aware of what has happened. In this 
way alcohol can make a man sick. In 
fact, 5,000,000 Americans are sick now 
from alcohol. Most of them only want- 
ed “a little fun.” 


How Great Is This Problem? 


Alcoholism is fourth among the lead- 
ing health problems of the United 
States, outranked only by mental illness, 
heart disease, and cancer. 














By those who know, it is estimated 
that for each of the 5,000,000 alcohol- 
ics in the United States, another four 
persons — family, employer, friends 
— are closely affected. This makes a 
total of 25,000,000 people intimately 
involved in the problem. 


To understand the effects of alcohol 
on the body, one must understand that 
alcoholism is the most common form 
of poisoning, that it 
is a toxic agent to 
the cells of the nerv- 
ous system just as 
other poisons may 
destroy cells of the 
kidney or liver. 





In fact, the num- 
ber of cases of 
acute or chronic alcoholic intoxication 
surpasses by far the number of cases of 
poisoning from all other toxic agents 
combined. 


If, in addition, one recognizes the 
multiform complications of alcoholism, 
which predisposes to other diseases, 
plus the fact that many serious and fa- 
tal injuries occur to persons while “un- 
der the influence,” he can readily see 
that alcoholism represents one of our 
greatest hazards to life and health. 


Sooner or later the public-health as- 
pect of this preventable problem must 
be recognized and solved just as other 
preventable health problems have been. 


What About The Nervous System? 


What does alcohol do to the nervous 
system? Cells of the nervous system 
have a high lipoid, or fat, content, and 
fat tends to accumulate alcohol. 


This promptly exerts a narcotic ef- 
fect on these cells by inhibiting their 
function and probably producing a lack 
of oxygenation of the cells. 


If the mother drinks, an unborn fetus 
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may have the cells of its brain vitally 
affected by this narcotic and the oxy- 
gen lack. 


The alcohol acts on the cell mem- 
brane, then gains admission to narcotize 
the protoplasm of the cell, and finally 
may destroy the nucleus of the cell it- 
self. 


What About Alcohol and Nutrition? 


It is recognized that the serious lack 
of vitamin B and altered glucose func- 
tion plays an important part in alco- 
hol’s effect on the nervous system. 


It is well established that the alco- 
holic develops severe vitamin deficien- 
cies which in turn lead to serious dis- 
orders such as peripheral nerve lesions, 
beri-beri, and similar conditions. 


There is some evidence that alcohol 
destroys the enzymes necessary to me- 
tabolize B* and glucose. Alcoholic epi- 
lepsy is a dramatic and not uncommon 
occurrence in alcoholics. 


“Rum fits’ have been known for 
years, but generalized convulsions ap- 
parently “triggered off” in susceptible 
individuals are recognized so that near- 
ly all patients with epilepsy or seizures 
are told to avoid alcohol in all forms. 


In summary, then, one may say that 
alcohol exerts its chief action-on the 
stomach, liver, brain, spinal cord and 
peripheral nerves, but the greatest dam- 
age is done to the brain, spinal cord 
and peripheral nerves. 


Also, alcohol narcotizes the brain 
cells. It liquefies the protoplasm of 
the cells in the acute process, but in 
higher concentration or by repetition 
it coagulates the protoplasm of brain 
cells to give an irreversible permanent 
reaction leading to death of the brain 
cell and production of “ghost cells” in 
a ghost individual. 


The narcotic effect of alcohol appears 
to act in the same way that lack of oxy- 
gen in the cells does. Then tKe severe 
malnutrition and vitamin deficiency that 
the alcoholic develops play an import- 
ant and vital part in his deterioration. 


What is most needed today is a core 
of informed and dedicated leaders to 
“speak up” regarding the true nature 
and potential danger of alcohol, and for 
the rest of us to lend our support to a 
social system where one doesn’t have to 
drink to “belong.”

With a thorough knowledge of China, 
Mr. Martinson has produced an interest- 
ing story authenticated by factual ac- 
counts and enlivened by personal illus- 
trations. 


Casual observers have considered Chi- 
nese Communism to be of recent origin. 
The reader will be interested to note 
that it had a long and checkered history 
before it reached its present domination 
of the country. 


The second part gives a series of case 
studies of Communism as it has affect- 
ed the people. These studies present 
people of many ages, stages in life, oc- 
cupations, and nationalities. 


The sum result of all these studies, 
each one an interesting story complete 
in itself, will do more to inform us as 
to the result of Communism than any 
theoretical dissertation. 


Having spent most of his life in Chi- 
na, Mr. Martinson has studied Chinese 
Communism and its actual results in the 
country as well as its effect on the peo- 
ple. 

He has presented these matters to us 
in a concise and interesting form. We 
consider it an excellent contribution to 
present-day literature about Communist

He then relates how the second effort 
to establish Arab Unity led to the for- 
mation of political unions among five 
Arab states in February, 1958.

me!” exulted a young Navajo after 
a Wycliffe worker had given him the 
Gospels in his own tongue. 


And an African working in a Bible 
translators’ school in England announc- 
ed that the Bible was “far better in Zu- 
lu than in English.” 


Such declarations are repayment 
enough for the 800 volunteers of the 
Wycliffe Bible Translators, many of 
them college undergraduates, who are 
pressing toward the Everest-like goal of 
the final conquest of ignorance of the 


Word of God. 


Although the Bible is rendered into 
over one thousand tongues, these vol- 
unteers will not rest until the next two 
thousand “unbibled” tribes can read the 


Word. 


For twenty-five years they have en- 
countered head-hunters, auto break- 
downs, atheistic hostility, and pagan 
thoughtlessness, with clear faith in their 
Redeemer and confidence in ultimate 
victory. 

One group of missionaries engaged 
in an all-night “battle of music” with a 
witch doctor next door. 


Another translator developed a taste 
for toasted flying ants as a necessary 
prelude to learning the 100-thousand 
conjugations of a single verb. 


Cameron Townsend, who pioneered 
for linguistics and Protestant missions 
in Mexico, approached the Rio Grande 
with $5.00 in total cash resources just 





a short year before being guest of hon- 
or at President Cardenas’ state dinner. 


A young woman from Minnesota 
thought she might strangle before she 
learned how to place her Guatemalan 
consonants properly, or learn the exact 
“tone” of each vowel. 


No wonder the Indians — whom Cor- 
tez once classed with the beasts — 
doubted that these people from the cities 
would ever learn to speak! 


Across whole continents, through ice 
fields and across coral reefs, go these 
translators — in pairs, in families, and 
singly — pressing no denominational 
claims, no “Americanized” culture, no 
pat solutions, but only life and learning 
under the banners of the new science of 
linguistics and the Lord Jesus Christ. 


In Brazil alone, they were told in 
1950 that they were challenged by 186 
preliterate tribes. And in ten countries 
they work with such tribes as the Dog- 
ribs, the Cakchiquels, the Negritos, the 
Tairoras, the Jivaros. 


While they keep in sight of those two 
thousand obscure tongues to go, they 
are glad enough to hear one new be- 
liever say: 

“I made kindling out of all my idols 
last night and cooked my beans with 
them. I had served them all my life- 
time; now let them serve me!”

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sults of their long labors, seen at first 
hand the revolutions they have wrought. 


But in all the far-ranging and infin- 
itely varied missionary enterprises there 
is none, to my mind, that is more imag- 
inative, more intelligently conceived and 
more heroically pursued than the Wy- 
clifle Bible Translators, whose story is 
so dramatically told in this book.

THE STORY IS TOLD of a Hindu 

who had never met a missionary or 
heard of the God Who is a loving Fath- 
er. 
In some manner, a copy of the Gos- 
pel of St. John fell into the hands of 
this man. The book made such a pro- 
found impression on him that he took 
it home to his family. They were sur- 
prised to learn that it told about a God 
Who loves men. 


This was an entirely different kind 
of religious message than they had ever 
heard — for the reason that the idea of 
love and mercy is not associated with 
the deities of heathenism. 


With new thoughts pouring through 
their minds ... their souls sensitized 
by a spiritual motif previously un- 
known, the father was prompted to say:

have created gods of their own — fig- 
ments of evil imaginations, and become 
slaves to them! Thus the paradoxical 
remarks that “Man made God in his 
own image.” 


Human beings crave fellowship with 
the Creator. Their hearts call out in- 
stinctively for God. In describing the 
ancestors of what is now the heathen 
world, Paul said: 


“They became vain in their imagin- 
ations, and their foolish heart was dark- 
ened.” Only Christ’s holy presence can 
dispel this darkness! 


Demon Powers 


It is a further fact that Satan, operat- 
ing from behind the scenes, animates 
people toward acts of false worship. 
Idols become instruments in the hands 
of demon powers for binding helpless 
mortals with soul fetters. 


For this reason, idolatry in all its 
multiplied forms, is condemned through- 
out the Scriptures. The commandment 
of God is explicit: “Thou shalt have no 
other gods before me. Thou shalt not 
make thee any graven image.” 


There are millions of heathen gods, 
but not one who loves or cares for hu- 
manity. They are beings to be feared 
and hated, and between them and man 
lies a deadly enmity. 


The entire history of the human race 
contains no hint of love on the part of 
the gods toward men, or men toward 
gods. 


The gods of heathen worship are re- 
garded as odious realities, like scor- 
pions and cobras. They have no moral 
attributes and are capricious tyrants 
who demand sacrifice. Their victims 
are impelled, not by love, but fear. 


‘False Systems 


Hinduism, for instance, has no per- 
sonal God and loving Father. It is pan- 
theistic, and teaches that God is the 
author of evil as well as good, and 
writes a man’s record on his skull at 
the time of birth. Therefore there can 
be no moral responsibility, because 
things written by Brahm cannot be 
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In China, fear is the very essence 
of religion. There is no joy in serving 
the gods. Vain ceremonies and chanted 
formulas are used to appease angry de- 
mons. 


Confucianism is agnostic — a system 
of philosophy in which no definite assur- 
ance is given for this life or the life 
to come. 


Taoism worships nature and imagi- 
nary spirits. Shintoism teaches adora- 
tion of dead heroes, and by its very na- 
ture, stirs the most bestial traits to ac- 
tion. 


Buddhism began as atheism. In one 
country it becomes pantheistic, in an- 
other polytheistic, and in another dual- 
istic. Buddha tells his followers noth- 
ing about a loving Father Who hears 
the prayers of His children. 


Mohammedanism is monotheistic. It 
has one god, but this deity is stern, 
severe and savage; an unsympathetic 
tyrant. 


The Koran has ninety-nine names for 
him, but Father is not one of them. 
Holiness is unknown in this bloodthirsty 
and autocratic system of religion. 


The gods of Africa are demons with- 
out disguise to cover their hideousness. 
They are overgrown savages, reveling 
in drunken debauchery, vicious immor- 
alities and obscene orgies. They are 
called by such names as “The Hater” 
and “The Producer of Calamities.” 


Herein Is Love 


What a different picture we find pre- 
sented in the Christian Scriptures, of 
the true God! The Old Testament calls 
attention to His righteousness and good- 
ness. There is no caprice, injustice 
or favoritism in Him, for He is holy in 
all His works, and righteous in all His 
ways. 


The New Testament reveals Him as 
a God of tenderness Who loves us, work- 
ing in perfect holiness for all His crea- 
tures. His love transforms the sinner 
into a saint, and gives the believer a 
family resemblance to the Heavenly 
Parent. It causes the transformed crea- 
ture to emulate the Father’s love in life, 
conduct, and daily contact with fellow 
men. 


Our God is shown as the Giver of ev- 
ery good and perfect gift, making all 
things work together for good to them 
that love Him. 


Indeed, He so loved, that He gave 
His Son to live as man and die as God, 
that human beings might be constrain- 
ed to put aside enmity by this revelation 
of love. 
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“Herein is love, not that we loved 
God, but that He loved us, and sent His 
Son to be the propitiation for our sins.” 


A Comparison 


A converted Chinese, comparing Con- 
fucianism, Buddhism and Christianity, 
said: 


“A man fell into a deep pit and lay 
groaning and unable to move. Confu- 
cius, passing by, bent over the rim and 
called ‘Poor man, I am sorry for you; 
but why were you such a fool as to fall 
in there? If you ever get out, take care 
not to get in again!’ 


“Buddha walked by, peered into the 
pit and said, ‘Poor fellow, I am pained 
to see you down there; I think if you 
would climb up half way I could lift you 
out!’ But the man was hurt and help- 
less. 


“Then came Jesus. He wasted no 
words, but climbed down into the pit, 
lifted the man out, healed his wounds 
and started him on the right path.” 


Human beings for whom Christ died, 
languishing in darkness today, need the 
light of the Gospel as never before. No 
matter the part of the world where a 
man lives ... or the color of his skin 
... his heart will respond to the mes- 
sage of redeeming love when it is faith- 
fully presented.

ig MAY NOT BE necessary to discuss 
the importance of the Sunday School 
in a convention like this, for we believe 
it is essential. But we have failed to 
impress the world with the momentous- 
ness of the Sunday School or impress 
them that we believe it is relevant. 


Historically the Sunday School has 
had no equal since its beginning. This 
does not set the Sunday School above 
the church, for the Sunday School, right- 
ly understood, is the church. 


It is impossible to imagine what 
American culture would be like today 
if the Sunday School had not been such 
a vital part of it. 


The Sunday School, from its begin- 
ning, has had its ups and downs, and 
at times some have feared it was on 
its way out. 


All too often teachers have been poor- 
ly trained, if at all; buildings have 
been inadequate, materials have been 
few and good equipment has been prac- 
tically non-existent. Yet no institution 
has done so much for so many with so 
little. 


Eighty per cent of the churches in 
America were started as Sunday 
Schools. How can we explain this? 
Success has come because God has bless- 
ed His Word and His workers: the liv- 
ing message in the hearts of teachers, 
who have loved their pupils into a right 
relationship with God. 


There is no doubt that an even great- 
er work might have been done had more 
Sunday School teachers known how to 
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present the message of Christ more 
clearly. 


The Sunday School is important as a 
teaching institution because of its num- 
bers, its influences, and its textbook. 
Over forty-million are enrolled in Sun- 
day Schools across America today.

reach overlooks one of its major ob- 
jectives. 


Three million Sunday School teach- 
ers are our real home missionaries and 
every church is a mission compound. 


Every city and town must be reached. 
In fact, every person in our nation 
could be contacted within one year if 
every Sunday School worker weuld call 
on one prospect a week! 


But, you say, some of these three 
million are not really Christians. 


If we cut the number in half, every 
person in our nation could be contacted 
in two years. If we cut the number to 
one-third, every person in our nation 
could be contacted in three years. 


If we could only get one-third of the 
one-third who really know the Lord to 
work, we could contact every person in 
our nation in ten years. 


We did not do it in the last ten years 
and we will not do it in the next ten 
years unless we have a personal loyalty 
to Jesus Christ that exceeds our loyalty 
to all else. 


Importance Of Sunday School 


The Sunday School is important as 
a training post. It must have leaders of 
all kinds: executives, department heads, 
secretaries, bookkeepers, accountants, 
engineers, bus drivers, librarians, musi- 
cians and, of course, instructors. 


The Sunday School is a big business. 
All these people must be chosen and 
trained for the task. 


The accomplishment of outreach, 
evangelism and instruction depend up- 
on our training program. No part is 
more important than this phase _be- 
cause all the rest depends upon training.

Schools, we must have better teachers 
and workers. They cannot and will not 
be better unless they are trained. 


The Sunday School is important to 
the church. As best we know, eighty- 
five per cent of the church membership 
comes from the Sunday School, and an 
even higher per cent of our leadership. 
The Sunday School teaches and trains 
the membership of the church. 


The pastor should be especially glad 


‘for the Sunday School, for it helps to 


unify, organize and centralize his work. 


The pastor is concerned with every 
individual of each age group. The Sun- 
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day School reaches every age. The pas- 
tor is concerned with the family. The 
Sunday School reaches every member 
of every family from the cradle roll to 
the rocking chair. 


The Sunday School is important to 
the community spiritually, socially, cul- 
turally, and even economically. Those 
who seldom cross the threshold of the 
church take strange pleasure in knowing 
there is one just around the corner. 


The Sunday School is important to 
our nation. “Blessed is the nation whose 


God is the Lord.” 


The Sunday Schools of America have 
been a great blessing to our land. To- 
day America needs the Sunday School 
as never before, not alone for ourselves, 
but to face our responsibility to the 
needy world. The Sunday School is im- 
portant to the world. 


As Christians, we cannot fail to face 
up to our responsibility any longer. 
Things are happening at a terrific pace 
in our world today in every area of liv- 
ing. 

A few months ago I heard a speaker 
at a PTA meeting say, “the average 
youth of seventeen has lived more, seen 
more, been exposed to more than most 
of our grandparents when they were 
seventy.” 


Think of your children and what they 
have seen, where they have traveled and 
compare it to what you had seen when 
you were their age. 


When I was the age of my boys I had 
hardly been off the farm, and a trip to 
town was an event. I can remember run- 
ning to the window to see an automobile 
go by. 

We travel much of the summer and 
take our family along, but my boys 
would rather stay home any summer, 
and all summer, if I could stay with 
them, than to travel. 


My oldest boy, thirteen, said to me 
recently. “If we keep this up, I won’t 
Te any place to go when I get mar- 
ried.” 


Someone said the difference between 
our generation and our great grandfa- 
ther’s is this: if our great grandparents 
missed the stage coach, they would say 

Oh well, there will be another one in 
a week or so.” Today if we miss one 
turn in a revolving door, we are frus- 
trated all the rest of the day. 


Things happen in the world at such 
a pace that many of us are left confused 
and bewildered. Then bewilderment 
turns to indifference. 


“Indifferentism” 


The greatest “ism” in the world to- 
day is not communism, Romanism, or 
any cult — it is indifferentism. 
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It has affected our American way of 
life. It has affected our church life. 


When things happen so fast, we can’t 
keep up. We do not understand. We 
become confused. We do not know 
which way to turn. We tend to give up 
and say, “What’s the use?” 


There are other changes that are tak- 
ing place in America besides those of 
scientific significance. 


American culture is fast changing. 
America was built on hard work. 
Pioneers in every area were willing to 
work hard to accomplish their aims. 


A recent editorial in Life magazine 
describes this age in which we live as 
The age of the half done job 
The great era of the goof-off 


The age of plenty 
The new leisure. 


Excellence is a lonely virture. It is in- 
creasingly rare in our culture today. 


From coast to coast, within and with- 
out the church, we witness a stampede 
away from responsibility. 


Americans no longer want to do what 
they are paid to do and they want more 
money for that. “More pay — less 
work” has been the slogan of American 
labor for years. 


The counterpart of that in many a 
local church is “no pay, no work.” Let 
the preacher do it, he gets paid. If he 
can’t do it all, we will hire a director 
of Christian education, a church visi- 
tor, a music director, and organist. We 
have set up a professional class in the 
church to do our religious acts for us. 


In many of our churches we have a 
growing number who have joined the 
PWA — Pew Warmers Association. 


In many of our churches ten per cent 
of the people are doing ninety per cent 
of the work. One of our greatest tasks 
is to get our people to work. We have 
a sad situation when we have many 
church members that sit and soak and 
sour. 


A Paid Staff 


Don’t misunderstand, I am in favor 
of paid staff. Begin by paying the pas- 
tor and pay what a pastor ought to get. 
The pastor is worthy of his hire, our 
churches need a lot of education at this 
point. 

We have too often put into practice 
the deacon’s prayer for the new pastor, 
“Lord, you keep him humble — we will 
keep him poor.” 

I believe we ought to have directors 
of Christian education, but we miss the 
point entirely if we hire them to do the 
work. 


We hire a staff to be able to guide 
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and direct more people at work. You 
directors of Christian education — if 
you are not getting other people to work 
— are not a director of Christian edu- 
cation. You are not directing anybody. 


America was founded on democratic 
principles. Today we want better gov- 
ernment but multitudes of Christians 
fail to vote. 


We want better schools but we don’t 
take any interest in our schools to find 
out what is going on. We want better 
churches but the majority are not anx- 
ious to do anything about it. 


We will criticize the government in 
the schools and the churches. We think 
we know what is wrong with all of 
them, but few lift a finger to bring 
about any change. 


Hudson says there are three kinds 
of people: 
1. Those who make things happen 


2. Those who watch things happen 
3. Those who do not know what's happening. 


Today fewer and fewer people are 
doing the thinking and acting for more 
and more people. This is the road to 
dictatorship, for when you give up your 
responsibilities, you give up your free- 
doms. 


Freedom is not free. A lazy, leisure, 
rich America is fast giving up her free- 
doms. 


It may be fun to take a ride on a mer- 
ry-go-round or a roller coaster, but if 
you live on one you will lose your per- 
spective. 


Paul speaks to the church today when 
he says, “Awake thou that sleepest, and 
arise from the dead, and Christ shall 
give them light.” (Ephesians 5:14) 


Do we want to awaken? Do we want 
to arise? Do we want the light? I be- 
lieve there are hundreds here who do 
want to redeem the time because the 
days are evil, and who want to under- 
stand what the will of the Lord is. 


We have a job to do. We must face 
it honestly. In Christ we can do it. 
The world is saying to the church, 
“Don’t just stand there, say something.” 


Christ has given us our marching or- 
ders: 
Go preach, teach 
all nations 
every creature 
make disciples 


That is the task. It is clear today. 
What are we going to do about it? 


A Burning Desire 


In the early church the disciples did 
not have a Bible, they had no buildings, 
they had no literature, and they had no 
printing presses; but they did have a 
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burning desire to reach their fellowmen 
for Christ, and with that burning desire 
they turned the world upside down. 


If they did what they did without 
what we have, think what we could do 
with what we have if we had what they 
had! 


Communication-wise our world is 
shrinking. Our world population is 
growing. Our responsibility is greater 
than ever before. 


It is more important than ever that 
we awaken, that we get our directions 
straight, that we determine our goals, 
that we get our feet on the ground and 
keep moving. 


We must redeem the time. It is now 
or never! 


There are approximately 40-million 
enrolled in the Sunday Schools of 
America. 


I would like to challenge you as mem- 
bers and friends of the National Sunday 
School Association to take steps to 
reach another 40-million in the next ten 
years — to make our Sunday School en- 
rollment 80-million by convention time 


in 1968. 


That is really a mediocre goal. Can 
we do it? We can if we want to. Here 
is how it can be done. 


Our basic problem is a spiritual one. 
It is easy for us to say that it is finan- 
ces, its leadership, or its people; but 
basically our problem is spiritual. 


Three million Sunday School teach- 
ers could set the world on fire for God. 
We don’t have three million, but we do 
have three thousand. 


What are the three thousand here go- 
ing to do? God says, “If my people, 
which are called by my name, shall 
humble themselves, and pray, and seek 
my face, and turn from their wicked 
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ways; then will I hear from heaven, and 
will forgive their sin, and will heal their 
land.” (II Chronicles 7:14) 


Revival must take place in the heart 
and mind of each of us. There is a 
price to be paid. It means our all must 
be laid on the altar of sacrifice. 


A Unity Of Spirit 
The next steps are simple by-products 


of spiritual revival ... a unity of spirit 
and a oneness of purpose. 


No church alone — no Sunday School 
alone, is going to reach the unreached 
millions in America. Whatever inroads 
we make into the unreached millions 
will be the result of our efforts together. 
If the job is done, we must do it to- 
gether. Together we advance ... divided 
we fall. 


Unity of spirit — oneness of purpose, 
does not mean a supra-ecumenical 
church but it does mean cooperation 
without compromise. 


It does mean that those of us in places 
of leadership in churches and denomin- 
ational publishing houses are going to 
have to examine anew our motives. 


What are we trying to do? Why are 
we trying to do it? 


I must confess, my own heart is dis- 
turbed sometimes with the commercial- 
ism, the spirit of competition that we 
sometimes find in many of our church- 
es, our denominations, and our publish- 
ing houses. Such is not the spirit of co- 
operation that will give us unity and 
oneness in revival. 


Our next step toward accomplishment 
is a training program that will enable 
every member of the local church to be 
trained and working. 


Training is the key to more workers. 
Training is the key to efficiency, and 
more efficient workers we must have if 
we double in ten years. 


The denominations that have made 
the greatest progress, and the greatest 
growth have placed the greatest empha- 
sis on training. Again, leaders in lo- 
cal churches and the denominations are 
going to have to make up their minds 
to train. 


The last step I mention is a natural 
by-product of spiritual revival, cooper- 
ation, and training, and that is the fi- 
nancial undergirding that such an effort 
will take on the local and national level 
for the local church, the denomination, 
the Sunday School Association and the 
National Sunday School Association. 


More church buildings, more train- 
ing schools, more materials, equipment, 
literature — all of these are important 
and necessary today, even if the early 
church was without them. 
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The National Sunday School Associa- 
tion is your organization, a cooperative 
effort to assist the local church, and 
the denomination. The National Sunday 
School Association is a national organ- 
ization with a world vision. 


A World-Wide Impact 
Should Christ tarry, a doubled Sun- 


day School enrollment in America 
would make an impact felt around the 
world, for there would be more workers 
and more money to reach the unreached 
millions of other lands. 


Stop and think a moment. Are you 
seeing to it there will be more workers 
ten years from now? Ten years from 
now every junior boy and girl will be 
19-21 years old. Are you making mis- 
sionaries out of these juniors? and in- 
suring money to send more workers? 


There are young people today wait- 
ing to go to the field, but they lack the 
funds. In the next ten years, let us be- 
gin a teaching and training program 
that will give us a generation of Chris- 
tians that understand the New Testa- 
ment principles of giving. 





First, let’s discover for ourselves, and 
second, let’s teach our boys and girls 
and young people what the Bible says 
about stewardship responsibilities. You 
can teach the adults, too, but you won’t 
teach them much. 


God has no financial problems. There 
is plenty of money in the pockets of 
Christians to support His work and do 
what He wants to do. 


Whenever we are short at this point 
— either we are doing something God 
does not want done, or we are failing 
to give as God wants us to give. It is 
just that simple. 


Sunday School is important? If we 
believe it is, we must make others be- 
lieve it: 

Our churches believe it, 


Our community believes it, 
And the world believes it. 


They must know that we believe it is 
important. Individually we must seek 
revival in our hearts. Cooperatively we 
must seek unity, oneness in Christ. To- 
gether, in Christ, we can do what God 
wants us to do. (Ephesians 5:14-21)

The Key Word: Zechariah 


Little is definitely known concerning 
this prophet, the eleventh of the twelve 
minor prophets. He commenced his 
prophetic labors in the eighth month of 
the second year of Darius, B.C. 520. 


He was still a youth when God called 
him, which means he must have been 
brought as a babe from captivity in 
Babylon. Although called to the priest- 
hood through birth, his call to the pro- 
phetic office was by Divine inspiration. 












It is interesting to note that he at first 
fought the latter calling, using the same 
excuse as did Jeremiah ... the fact that 
he was too young for such a momentous 
task, and therefore unfit! But God often 
sees in His servants potentials they nev- 
er dreamed existed. 


Though living almost five hundred 
years prior to the time of Christ, his 
prophetic vision was focused clearly on 
the events that were to transpire at that 
time. 


In Zechariah 9:9 he presents Christ 
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as coming in lowliness, while in the 
following verse he portrays Christ as the 
Prince of Peace ... “And he shall speak 
peace unto the heathen: and his do- 
minion shall be from sea even to sea, 
and from the river even to the ends of 
the earth.” 


In Zechariah 12:10 he predicts the 
eventual crucifixion of his Lord and 
Saviour, and in the seventh verse of the 
thirteenth chapter he paints a forlorn 
picture of the Good Shepherd, forsaken 
by His sheep. The entire fourteenth 
chapter ends on a note of triumph, pre- 
senting Christ in His triumphal second 
coming. 





The Key Verse: Zechariah 7:12 


“Yea, they made their hearts as an 
adamant stone, lest they should hear 
the law, and the words which the Lord 
of hosts hath sent in his spirit by the 
former prophets: therefore came a great 
wrath from the Lord of hosts.” 


The Israelites were hardhearted, hav- 
ing no mercy or compassion for those 
spoken of in verses nine and ten. And 
the Israelites were responsible for mak- 
ing their own hearts hard like stone. 
Here again is the emphasis on the in- 
ward nature of our outward deeds, the 
determination of actions by the desires 
of the heart. 


“The Lord of hosts hath sent in his 
spirit by the former prophets.” God’s 
message is one, whether given by proph- 
ets of a previous day or in the day of 
Zechariah. The point is that God had 
repeatedly admonished the Israelites 
concerning these matters and they had 
consistently ignored them. 


“Came a great wrath from the Lord 
of hosts.” And what was the result of 
this “great wrath from the Lord?” 
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“Therefore it is come to pass, that 
as he cried, and they would not hear; so 
they cried, and I would not hear, saith 
the Lord of hosts: but I scattered them 
with a whirlwind among all the nations 
whom they knew not. Thus the land was 
desolate after them, that no man passed 
through nor returned; for they laid the 
pleasant land desolate.” (Zechariah 
7:13-14) 


The captivity was attributed directly 
to the disobedience of God’s people. 
Though they were His people, He could 
no longer tolerate their injustice to 
their fellow men and their rebellion 
against Him. —Standard Commentary

The angelic declaration at the birth 
of Jesus stirred hopes that there would 
be such a great exemplification of good 
will among men that the era of peace 
would be ushered in. 


But selfishness and greed have caused 
hatred and wars that have made its 
fulfillment impossible. Still we long for 
peace, we pray for peace, and work for 
peace. 


But what is peace? Surely it is not 
just the absence of fighting as some are 
wont to think. There are more ways 
of destroying people and disrupting the 
harmony of the world than through the 
use of guns and bombs. A “cold war” 
is just as much a war, and as inimical 
to peace, as the bloodiest battles ever 
fought.

We are far removed 
from the day when rocks, arrows, jave- 
lins, swords, or even muskets and can- 
nons, were used to destroy others. 


Ours is a day when instruments of 
war are far more destructive and far 
more mobile. It is frightening to think 
that in our efforts to destroy others we 
may generate that power which will in 
turn destroy ourselves. 


Surely Jesus meant more than just 
swords when He told Peter that those 
who take the sword shall perish by the 
sword. We should be careful lest we 
create a Frankenstein that, once created, 
we can no longer control.

The Key Word: Feared 


Webster’s Dictionary defines fear as 
“awe or apprehension arising from 
awareness of a superior or uncontroll- 
able power or force; profound rever- 
ence.” The Holy Scriptures enjoin the 
human race to a reverential fear of 
God. 

Moses wrote in the Pentateuch, “And 
now, Israel, what doth the Lord thy 
God require of thee, but to fear the 
Lord thy God, to walk in all his ways, 
and to love him, and to serve the Lord 
thy God with all thy heart and with all 
thy soul.” 


Peter, the dauntless apostle, wrote: 
“Honour all men. Love the brother- 
hood. Fear God. Honour the king.” 


The Bible advises us to fear God, but 
it is also quick to make certain promises 
to those who follow the command: 


“Oh how great is thy goodness, which 
thou hast laid up for them that fear 
thee; which thou hast wrought for them 
that trust in thee before the sons of 
men!” 

And Luke wrote in the book of Acts, 
“But in every nation he that feareth him, 
and worketh righteousness, is accepted 
with him.” 


In the lesson at hand God promised 
“a swift witness against the sorcerers, 
and against the adulterers, and against 
false swearers, and against those that 
oppress the hireling in his wages, the 
widow, and the fatherless, and that turn 
aside the stranger from his right, and 
fear not me, saith the Lord of hosts.” 


As a result there were some who 
were willing to repent of their evil ways 
and serve God. 


Now, all those that “feared God,” 
that recognized His will as supreme and 
expressed a desire to follow His Word, 
encouraged one another. All who were 
genuinely penitent had their names re- 
corded in God’s book of rememberance. 
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The Key Verse: Malachi 3:16 


“Then they that feared the Lord spake 
often one to another: and the Lord 
hearkened, and heard it, and a book of 
remembrance was written before him 
for them that feared the Lord, and that 
thought upon his name.” 


Kings had their chronicles written 
wherein men’s good or ill deeds toward 
them were recorded. But the image is 
one of the oldest in Scripture, and in the 
self-same words, the Lord said to Moses, 
Write this, a memorial in a book. 


God can only speak to us in our own 
language. One expression is not more 
human than another, since all are so. 


Since with God all things are present, 
and memory relates to the past, to speak 
of God as “remembering” is as imper- 
fect an expression in regard to God, as 
to speak of “a book.” 


“Forgetfulness hath no place with 
God, because He is in no way changed; 
nor remembrance, because He forget- 
teth not.” Both expressions are used, 
only to picture vividly to our minds, 
that our deeds are present with God, for 
good or for evil; and in the Day of 
Judgment He will make them manifest 
to men and angels, as though read out 
of a book, and will requite them. 


The Key Fact: Repentance A Neces- 
sity 

It does not take long for people to 
grow lax in their worship and tired in 
their service to God. 


Israel had been restored. It seems 
that the people would have remembered 
God’s goodness and continued in His 
way. 

It is the same old story: God bless- 
es the people; they forget His blessings 
and go astray; judgment comes; the 
people repent; the Lord delivers and 
restores again. 


The tendency to sin is so strong that 
every generation needs a prophet who 
will call for repentence. There will nev- 
er be a place to let up in the business 
of preaching the gospel and calling peo- 
ple to repentance. 


A few decades ago some zealous 
Christians adopted this slogan, “Win 
the world to Christ in one generation.” 
It was a great idea and a glorious pur- 
pose, but we must remember that be- 
cause of the nature of human nature 
and the tendency of people to reject 
God, the world must be won to Christ 
all over in every generation. 


It is amazing but true that, in spite 
of all our evangelistic and missionary 
efforts, the world is going heathen at 
the rate of many millions every year.

The Key Word: Power 


There is nothing which so awakens 
man’s ambition as power. It is sweeter 
to him than bread to the hungry, or 
home to the wanderer, or sunrise to the 
benighted; of all the Divine attributes, 
this is the one he most intensely and in- 
cessantly covets. 


The old classic fable of Prometheus, 
who made a figure and shaped it after 
the beauty of a man, and then animated 
it with fire which he had dared to steal 
from heaven is only the thinly-veiled 
record of man’s fierce ambition to 
create. 


Powerless to create, he seeks control. 
He has summoned almost every known 
element and force in nature to his serv- 
ice, and compelled them to do for him 
what he cannot do for himself. 


He has blasted the rock, unshaken by 
the ages, and hurled its ponderous mass- 
es into the air as easily as a child 
throws up its tennis ball. 


He has tunnelled the mountain and 
bridged the river to make way for his 
flying locomotive. He has engirdled the 
earth with a belt of wire, and through it 
swifter than thought flashed his mes- 
sages from pole to pole. 


From the masterful schoolboy to the 
statesman on the topmost ladder, and 
the monarch of a hundred isles, this 
passion for power is all pervading. 


The very apostles, to whom these 


words were addressed were, in this, as 


in other respects, “men of like passions 
with ourselves.” 


Please observe, this love of power 
may be as legitimate as it is natural. Its 
quality is determined by its motive. 


The disciples received power that 
they might be “witnesses unto Christ.” 
Divinely bestowed power always brings 





responsibility; it is always given for 
use. Keep any of God’s gifts for your 
own selfish purposes, and they will 
speedily get the canker and the rot. 


The Key Verse: Acts 1:8 


“But ye shall receive power, after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon you: 
and ye shall be witnesses unto me both 
in Jerusalem, and in all Judaea, and 
in Samaria, and unto the uttermost part 
of the earth.” 


In our courts of law a witness is 
pledged under oath to “speak the truth, 
the whole truth, and nothing but the 
truth,” and in our capacity of witnesses 
a similar obligation rests upon us. 


Our duty is to bear witness to what 
we know, and to all that we know of the 
facts of the gospel, as contained in 
God’s Word, and which we have veri- 
fied by such means of verification as the 
nature of the case admits of — objec: 
tive or subjective, as the case may be — 
external or internal evidence, which ob- 
servation of experience supplies. 


With fancies, conjectures, specula- 
tions, or even matters of heresay which 
we have not verified, we have as wit- 
nesses nothing to do. Our duty is to 
“speak that we do know, and testify 
that we have seen.” 


The effect of our testimony depends 
greatly on the certainty with which it 
is borne. We must speak with the ac- 
cent of conviction if men are to be con- 
vinced and converted and saved. 


The Key Fact: There Is Still Power 
In Prayer 


Several years ago a great Christian 
economist, writing in a syndicated col- 
umn, discussed the matter of natural 
resources. In the midst of the discus- 
sion he made a statement which was no 
doubt surprising to his readers. He 
said that of all our available but untap- 
ped resources, prayer is the greatest. 


Frank Laubach, the man who has 
done so much to bring literacy to be- 
nighted sections of the world, has also 
spoken of prayer as being the mightiest 
force in the world. 


The poet Tennyson wrote, “More 
things are wrought by prayer than this 
world dreams of.” 


Not only does prayer empower the 
person praying but intercessory prayer 
also benefits the person for whom one 
prays. 

For example, missionaries have tes- 
tified that in time of difficulty or dan- 
gers they have felt mysteriously 
strengthened. Later they learned that at 
that very time friends had met espec 
ially to pray for them. —Broadman 
Comments

The Key Word: Pentecost 


Some say that at Pentecost the law 
was proclaimed on Sinai. If so, it was 
very significant that on the day when 
the law was issued amid thunders and 
lightnings, the Gospel — God’s new 
and better law — should be proclaimed 
with mighty wind and tongues of fire. 


We are clear, however, that Pentecost 
was a harvest-festival. On that day the 
sheaf was waved before the Lord and 
the harvest consecrated. 


The passover was to our Saviour the 
time of His sowing, but Pentecost was 
the day of His reaping, and the fields 
which were ripe to the harvest when 
He sat on the well, are reaped now that 
He sits upon the throne. 


Notice the Spirit of God descended 
when the people were all with one ac- 
cord. Christians cannot all now be in 
one place, but they can all be of one 
accord. 


When there are no cold hearts, no 
prejudices and bigotries to separate, no 
schism to rend the one sacred garment 
of Christ, then may we expect to see 
the Spirit of God resting upon us. 


Notice also Paul’s reference to the 
“cloven tongues like as of fire.” It was 
a tongue, for God has been pleased to 
make the tongue do mightier deeds than 
either sword or pen; by the foolishness 
of preaching to save them that deliver. 


It was a tongue of fire, to show that 
God’s ministers speak, not coldly as 
though they had tongues of ice, nor 
learnedly as with tongues of gold, nor 
arrogantly as with tongues of brass, 
nor pliantly as with tongues of willow, 
nor sternly as with tongues of iron, but 
earnestly as with the tongue of flame, 
their words consume sin, scorch false- 
hood, enlighten the darkness, and com- 
fort the poor. 
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The Key Verse: Acts 2:38

A man was once being tried for a 
crime, the punishment of which was 
death. The witnesses came in one by 
one, and testified to his guilt; but there 
he stood, quite calm and unmoved. 


The judge and the jury were sur- 
prised at his indifference; they could 
not understand how he could take such 
a serious matter so calmly. 


When the jury retired, it did not take 
them many minutes to decide on the 
verdict, “Guilty;” and when the judge 
was passing the sentence of death upon 
the criminal, he told him how surpris- 
ed he was that he could be so unmoved 
in the prospect of death. When the 
judge had finished, the man put his hand 
in his bosom, pulled out a document, 
and walked out of the dock a free man. 


Ah, that was how he could be so 
calm; it was a free pardon from his 
king, which he had in his pocket all 
the time. The king had instructed him 
to allow the trial to proceed, and to pro- 
duce the pardon only when he was con- 
demned. Now, that is just what will 
make us joyful in the great day of judg- 
ment; we have a pardon from the 
Great King, and it is sealed with the 
blood of His Son. 


The Key Fact: Obedience Is 
Essential 


Because the disciples had learned to 
obey, they became recipients of the gift 
of the Spirit. 


They would never have found cour- 
age, understanding and power if they 
had gone their own way. The Holy 
Spirit is available only to those obedient 
to His leadership. 


We so often live our lives in our own 
strength simply because we are not will- 
ing to have what God wants to give us. 
We go our own way and miss the bless- 
ings which he desires to pour upon us. 
Yielded wills and yielded lives are the 
conditions for His gift of grace. 


There is an old German hymn by 
Lambert Gedicke which expresses some- 
thing of what is involved in surrendered 
obedience. Freely translated, it says: 


As God leads me, will | go 

Without my own selection; 

If life turns out as He has planned, 
1 will have no lacking. 

As He leads, | go along 

And follow willing step by step 

In childlike self-surrender. 


This is the secret of life filled with 


the power of the Holy Spirit — childlike 
self-surrender.
